Address by President Eisenhower 1 - ~- 



Before I convey to you the thoughts that I 
have put down on paper for this purpose this 
evening, I want to give a word of explanation 
about my understanding about this meeting. 

The invitation that I received requested that 
I add my voice to those who support the Mutual 
Security Program of the United States and coop- 
eration among the free nations of the world. 
There was not a word said about any function 
honoring me, and I heard no such talk from either 
the cochairman or any of my staff. So I want 
to take this moment to thank my friends from 
so many countries who have paid to me over- 
generous and possibly undeserved compliments. 

I want to say to them something that they 
already know — and I am sure you do— that the 
greetings that I received from so many places in 
Europe and Asia* were simply one thing: The 
effort of great peoples to tell the people of the 
United States of their respect for them, their 
admiration, and their affection. I was the mes- 
senger, and if I were a successful messenger in 
that office, in bringing that feeling from these 
countries to my own, then I am indeed happy 
and proud. In any event I thank you all for 
your compliments. 

This gathering heartens every true believer in 
preparedness, freedom, and peace. That leaders 
from all across the land would assemble here-^

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energetically to reaffirm support of mutual secu- 
rity — is good news indeed. This rededication 
could not come at a better time. For trends are 
developing— particularly in Washington — that are 
profoundly disturbing. 

Support and Understanding of Program 

Unless an alert citizenry takes effective action 
to support those in the Congress who champion 
the cause of mutual security, it could well result: 

In jeopardizing an important part of the Na- 
tion's defense; 

In endangering our worldwide alliance 
structure; 

And in weakening efforts to resist Communist 
expansion and to forge a just peace. 

Two months ago I requested the Congress to 
continue adequate support of our long-proven 
Mutual Security Program.* I asked an appro- 
priation of $4,175 billion— a sum one-twentieth 
of our Federal budget and one-tenth of our de- 
fense budget. This amount is imperatively 
required. The Secretary of State, the Secretary 
of Defense, the Joint Chiefs of Staff all share 
this conviction. 

One bright development is that, in the past few 
days, the committees of Congress legislatively 
concerned with our relations with other nations 
have reasserted the overriding importance of our 
Mutual Security Program to America's security 
and free-world progress. Only this evening I 
have been informed by Senators [J. W.] Fulbright 

•For text of the President's message to Congress, to- 
gether with statements by Secretary Herter and Under 
Secretary DUlon, see W& n Mar. 7, I960, p. 
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and [Everett M.] Dirksen that the Senate this 
evening [May 2] acted constructively on this pro- 
gram in the authorizing legislation. The same 
has of course happened in the House. 

But, at the same time, other groups strategically 
situated in Congress have proclaimed it as their 
fixed purpose to slash the appropriation for this 
mainstay of the free world by more than a billion 
dollars. They cite isolated instances of malfunc- 
tioning in operational staffs as an excuse to attack 
a great program, which for 14 years has been in- 
dispensable in protecting America's stake in se- 
curity, in free-world cooperation, and in global 
peace. On such grounds and on the erroneous 
contention that our Mutual Security Program is 
ineffectual, they would reduce it by 25 percent 
or more. 

Every American citizen needs to understand 
what this would mean. 

It would be, for America and all the free world, 
a crushing defeat in today's struggle between 
comm un istic imperialism and a freedom founded 
in faith and justice. 

It would mean, within a matter of months, new 
international tensions and new international prob- 
lems of the utmost, gravity for every one of our 
citizens. 

It would mean the virtual abandonment of an 
effort which has yielded our Nation greater bene- 
fits in security, better neighbors, and opportuni- 
ties for expansion of profitable trade than has 
been achieved by any comparable expenditures for 
any other Federal purpose. 

An America aroused can prevent these calam- 
itous results, for in this Republic government 
must respond to the will of the people. 

Mutual security has never been, nor is it now, 
Republican or Democratic. Like our own defense 
program, of which it is an essential part, it is bi- 
partisan to the core. This program was started 
14 years ago by my Democratic predecessor. It 
was first enacted into law by the Republican 80th 
Congress. Both political parties, patriotically 
joined in the national interest, are its parents. 
And still today both parties are pledged to its 
support 

Here, specifically, are solemn promises made to 
the American people in the public document: 

_ First, ". . ♦ we strongly favor collective de- 
fense arrangements. . • 
Second, "we believe that . . . America must 
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support the efforts of underdeveloped countries. 
• • 

Third, ". . . we will intensify our cooperation 
with our neighboring republics. . . * 

Here is another set of pledges: 

First, "we shall continue to support the col- 
lective security system. . . » 

Second, "where needed, we shall help friendly 
Countries maintain such local forces and economic 
strength as provide a first bulwark against Com- 
munist aggression or subversion." 

Third, "we will continue efforts with friends 
and allies to assist the underdeveloped areas of 
the free world. . . .* 

Now in their meaning, these two sets of pledges 
are identical. The first three are in the Democratic 
platform of 1956. The last three are in the Re- 
publican platform of the same year. These com- 
mitments still stand. America has the right to 
expect both parties to keep their word. 

Achievements of Mutual Security 

Indeed, even beyond the call of integrity, both 
parties have excellent reason to do so. For mutual 
security ias effectively supported freedom every- 
where on earth. It has made possible a greater 
and mutually advantageous trade. No other in- 
vestment has yielded greater dividends in terms 
of stability, security, and free-world morale. 

This is the program that helped to save Greece 
from Communist guerrillas. It helped to rescue 
Turkey from economic collapse, restoring this crit- 
ical area as a bastion of freedom. It helped to 
maintain Western Europe as a center of free- 
rather than Communist— power and production. 
The importance of these victories is incalculable; 
every one of our citizens is today the stronger, the 
more prosperous, the more secure, thanks to mu- 
tual security. 

In Asia, under SEATO [Southeast Asia Treaty 
Organization] and other security treaties, a mil- 
lion soldiers stand as a bulwark of liberty— sus- 
tained, again, by mutual security. 

As I speak tonight, our economic and military 
help gives support to the military might of 42 
other nations, which stand poised in freedom's 
cause. For this they— and we— give heartfelt 
thanks to mutual security. 

On five continents our economic and technical 
programs help struggling millions better their 
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production and living standards. Only recently 
I looked into the faces of these many people. I 
have seen the desperate need of these people; I 
have felt their spirit Most of all, I have wit- 
nessed their abiding faith in the greatness and 
goodness of America, and their love and respect 
for this land of the free. By helping to make 
their lives more meaningful and more rewarding, 
we have helped to keep bright their love of liberty 
and their determination to reject the soulless 
forces of Communist materialism. 

Moreover, America's efforts to help others have 
evoked a heartening response from other advanced 
industrial nations. In recent years they have 
doubled their direct aid to the less developed 
countries. In addition, in the new International 
Development Association other countries will put 
tip $3 for every $2 put up by the United States. 
The very moment when other countries are recog- 
nizing their responsibilities is "no time for us to 
walk away from our own* 

That such a program— its record shining with 
accomplishment and its continuance solemnly 
pledged by both of our political parties— should 
now face a crippling cutback seems incredibly 
irresponsible. To me it is almost inconceivable. 

Let America speak, and this will not be done. 

The Unfinished Task 

Thus far I have mentioned past achievements. 
But a great deal more cries out for attention. 

Half a world away from us, for example, a 
great democracy, dedicated to peace, struggles 
with almost insuperable problems to demonstrate 
that Asians do not have to sacrifice freedom as 
payment for economic advance. 

To the south our sister Republics need help to 
unlock the storehouses of their great wealth. 

In Africa a seething continent is trying to tele- 
scope a thousand years of development into a 
few decades. 

Around the world almost 2 billion people are 
living in a ferment of privation, misery, resent- 
ment, and frustrated hope. They are imbued 
with an unshakable, even fanatical, determination 
to break through the spiritual and cultural stag- 
nation imposed upon them by grinding poverty. 

Mutual security has done much to help. The 
hope, confidence, and energetic effort so inspired 
are slowly making progress in creating conditions 
in which prosperity, security, and peace in free- 



dom can flourish. But for lack of understanding 
the program has been steadily weakened while 
the need has grown more obvious and critical* 
Only the conscience and the down-to-earth odm- 
monsense of all Americans, informed and aroused, 
can meet the need* 

Facing us is a test of our resolve to make our 
Government do the task it has to do to protect 
the safety of the American people. The amount 
I have asked the Congress to provide for mutual 
security is the minimum required to meet the 
basic necessities of sheer defense and to keep 
alight a glimmer of hope in hundreds of millions 
of people arrayed with us on the side of freedom* 

America Needs ft* World 

From all these facts we see that the free world 
needs America! Just as importantly, America 
needs the world 

This means far more to us than soldiers and 
tanks and ships and missiles, essential though 
these are. Important it is that our allies contrib- 
ute 5 million soldiers, 80,000 airplanes, and 2,200 
combatant ships to the common defense of free- 
dom. But our involvement with our neighbors is 
far more basic than this. 

Foreign trade is an example. It is, for 
America, a $30 billion a year business. To this 
trade 4% million of our people owe their jobs 
with other nations. 

For all of us there is great mmming in this: 
We export, on the average, a third of our cotton 
crop, just under a third of our wheat, and a fourth 
of our tractor production. 

But this is only a part of our dependence on 
foreign trade. The health of our economy de- 
pends upon materials owned by others. Man- 
ganese, chrome, tin, natural rubber, nickel are 
examples. As our economy grows, we depend 
increasingly upon others for such materials. 
Eight years ago we imported only about a twen- 
tieth of our iron ore. Today we have to import 
over a third of it 

Yes, America needs the world 1 

And this we must never forget: These needs 
are more than military and economic. They are 
technical, cultural, and spiritual as well Great 
ideas originating with other peoples have vastly 
enriched our land* 

Fellow Americans, even if we wanted to, we 
could not shut out the free world. We cannot 
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escape its troubles. We cannot turn our bads on 
its hopes. We are an inseparable part of the free- 
world neighborhood. 
We must hold to these truths: 

If nations friendly to us are weakened and im- 
periled, so are we. 

If other friendly nations are strong and free, 
our own strength and freedom are more secure. 

If other free nations prosper, so do we. 

In these truths we see the fallacy of adding 
measurably to our own massive and adequate 
armaments at the expense of allied strength, 
which is in many instances better located strate- 
gically than ours can ever be. No less dangerous 
is the annual argument that America should stint 
on strengthening the free world because this 
would give us more luxury in a comfortable isola- 
tion here at home. 

This is sheer deadliness— a counsel of defeat 
and complacency. Logically carried out, it 
could end only in a militarized America. To the 
extent that this concept is indulged it gravely 
menaces the people of the United States. 

We can, here at home, arm to the teeth and yet 
go down in total defeat if we let the rest of the 
world be swallowed up by an atheistic imperial- 
ism. By abandonment of struggling millions to 
lives of hopeless desperation, rich America might, 
for a time, live more extravagantly. But not for 
longl For a just peace, dependable security, 
and real progress were never bought by destruc- 
tive weapons and hardhearted selfishness, but 
rather by education, by training, by constructive 
works — by cooperation. 

Only by thinking of ourselves, and truly con- 
ducting ourselves, as brothers under God with 
those who, with us, want to live and grow in 
freedom, can we hope to solve problems in which 
failure will mean disaster for much of humanity. 
Victory in this effort will mean a shoulder-to- 
shoulder march to greater security, greater pros- 
perity, and greater happiness for all. There, in 
those few words, is the very heart of mutual 
security. 

So tonight I restate to you this pledge of the 
executive branch of your Government. I pledge 
a continuing and energetic support of the prin- 
ciple and programs of mutual security. And I 
call upon the leadership and the rank and file of 
both political parties, as well as upon all other 
sons and daughters of America, to see that those 
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parties hold true-to their pledges^gi?e_ tys_ 
program their support. 

Of this I am certain: The path for America 
must be one of cooperation—cooperation among 
ourselves and with our friends abroad who are 
dedicated to human dignity and from whom we 
draw strength as we impart of our own strength 
to them. Together we shall confidently carry the 
burdens and sacrifices of sustaining security 
against any imperialistic design — as together we 
continue the search for peace, a search in which 
we shall persevere without tiring or ceasing until 
victory, at last, shall belong to all the earth*

Mutual Security Report Emphasizes 
Problems of Economic Development 

Prew relewe 285 dated May 2 

The United States will face "new and some- 
what different problems in the mutual security 
area" during the decade of the 1960's, according 
to President Eisenhower's semiannual report to 
Congress on the Mutual Security Program, trans- 
mitted on May 2, 1 

The report declared that the growing realiza- 
tion of hundreds of millions of people in under- 
developed countries that hunger, poverty, and 
disease need not be their inevitable lot "repre- 
sents an emerging force which will probably be- 
come the most significant single social f actor" of 
the new decade. "This mighty surging movement 
in the underdeveloped countries seldom makes 
for headlines and so far rarely for international 
'incidents,' " the report added. "Yet its impli- 
cations for the decade we are now in are 
tremendous. . . " 

The report stated the problems and opportu- 
nities inherent in the beginning of economic de- 
velopment in the emergent countries have been the 
subject of "searching thought" both in the United 
States and in Western Europe in recent months. 
"Our friends and allies in Europe are also aware 
of this need, and as their ability to provide devel- 
opment assistance grows, we are increasingly con- 
sulting with them to determine how the burden

The report declared it has become increasingly 
clear that the Western industrial nations must 
make available to the less developed countries the 
knowledge, advice, and capital to allow economic 
development within the framework of a free 
society. The report added : 

If they do not do so, the political and economic influ- 
ence of the Communist system will be firmly established 
over whole continents, where the fateful first steps of 
political and economic development are now being 
taken. . . , 

It behooves the Western democracies to demonstrate by 
their aid and encouragement that economic advancement 
can be achieved without putting on the straitjacket of 
political and economic tyranny. 

Reporting on mutual security activities during 
the semiannual period by areas, the report noted 
these developments: 

Europe. Economic aid virtually terminated, 
with only Spain, Yugoslavia, Iceland, and Berlin 
left as recipients. On the military side there was 
a significant increase in defense expenditures of 
our NATO partners, reflecting increasing eco- 
nomic stability and prosperity of Europe. 

Africa. Most pressing needs of new nations of 
Africa are, first, administrative, managerial, and 
technical skills, and, second, capital for develop- 
ment projects. A significant development in this 
area during the period was an increase in Soviet 
bloc activity, evidenced by acceptance of a $110 
million line of credit by Ethiopia from the bloc 
and by a $35 million U.S.S.R. loan to Guinea. 

Near East and South Asia. The Near East en- 
joyed a period of relative calm. A significant de- 
velopment in South Asia was announcement of 
agreement in principle between India and Paki- 
stan on a plan to divide the waters of the Indus 
River system. 1 

Far East. Largest allocations of fiscal year 1960 
appropriations were made, as in the past, to the 
three divided countries— Korea, Viet-Nam, and 
the Republic of China— which must maintain 
large defense forces and are consequently in the 
greatest need of U.S. assistance. Flood relief pro- 
grams were undertaken in Taiwan, Korea, and 
Japan. 

Citing other activities of the Mutual Security 
Program during the period, the report listed De-

velopment Loan Fund loans totaling $1725 mil- 
lion in 17 countries. In addition DLF negotiated 



£2 loan agreements in the amount of $180 million 
which represented earlier loan approvals. This 
activity brought the value of loan commitments 
issued by DLF since its inception to $908.8 mil- 
lion. AH of the loans made for industrial projects 
were made to private borrowers, including a 
chemical and pesticide plant in Turkey, pulp and 
paper and cement plants in the Philippines, and 
phosphate mines in Jordan. 

A total of $32 million in special assistance funds 
was allocated for U.S. participation in the world- 
wide malaria eradication program. 

As a part of the Government's overall plan in 
this field, the International Cooperation Adminis- 
tration continued to encourage private enterprise 
to participate more fully in economic development 
programs in Thailand, the Sudan, Jordan, Israel, 
India, Taiwan, Nepal, Ceylon, Ghana, and Greece. 

The report said the Mutual Security Program 
played no part in increases in the balance-of -pay- 
ments deficits of 1958 and 1959, pointing out, while 
there had been some increases in off shore procure- 
ment under nonmilitary programs, these increases 
were offset by decreases in offshore procurement 
under military programs. Although MSP did not 
cause the increase in balance-of -payments deficits, 
the report pointed to a new DLF procurement 
policy which could contribute to a reduction in the 
balance-of -payments deficit The new DLF policy 
places primary emphasis on financing of goods 
and services of U.S. origin in procurement for 
DLF projects. 1 

Inter-American Advisory Committee 
Holds Fourth Meeting 

The Department of State announced on May 5 
(press release 247) that the National Advisory 
Committee on Inter- American Affairs is meeting 
at the Department on May 6 and 7. Following his 
return to Washington Secretary Herter will par- 
ticipate in the meeting of the Committee on May 7. 

This will be the fourth meeting of the Commit 
tee since its creation by President Eisenhower on 
November 14, 1959.

STATEMENT BY SECRETARY NEUTER, MAY 9 

Pwu releaM 254 dated Maj 9 

On May 7 the Department of State spokesman 
made a statement with respect to the alleged 
shooting down of an unarmed American civilian 
aircraft of the U-2 type over the Soviet Union. 
The following supplements and clarifies this 
statement as respects the position of the United 
States Government 

Ever since Marshal Stalin shifted the policy 
of the Soviet Union from wartime cooperation 
to postwar conflict in 1946 and particularly since 
the Berlin blockade, the forceful takeover of 
Czechoslovakia, and the Communist aggressions in 
Korea and Viet-Nam the world has lived in a state 
of apprehension with respect to Soviet intentions. 
The Soviet leaders have almost complete access to 
the open societies of the free world and supple- 
ment this with vast espionage networks. How- 
ever, they keep their own society tightly closed 
and rigorously controlled With the develop- 
ment of modern weapons carrying tremendously 
destructive nuclear warheads, the threat of sur- 
prise attack and aggression presents a constant 
danger. This menace is enhanced by the threats 
of mass destruction frequently voiced by the 
Soviet leadership.

For many years the United States in company 
"with its allies has sought to lessen or even to 
eliminate this threat from the life of man so that 
he can go about his peaceful business without 
fear. Many proposals to this end have been put 
up to the Soviet Union. The President's open- 
skies proposal of 1955 was followed in 1957 by 
the offer of an exchange of ground observers be* 
tween agreed military installations in the UJEL, 
the U.S.S.R., and other nations that might wish 
to participate. For several years we have been 
seeking the mutual abolition of the restrictions 
on travel imposed by the Soviet Union and those 
which the United States felt obliged to institute 
on a reciprocal basis. More recently at the 
Geneva disarmament conference the United States 
has proposed far-reaching new measures of con- 
trolled disarmament It is possible that the 
Soviet leaders have a different version and that, 
however unjustifiedly, they fear attack from the 
West. But this is hard to reconcile with their 
continual rejection of our repeated proposals for 
effective measures against surprise attack and for 
effective inspection of disarmament measures. 

I will say frankly that it is unacceptable that 
the Soviet political system should be given an 
opportunity to make secret preparations to face 
the free world with the choice of abject surrender 
or nuclear destruction. The Government of the 
United States would be derelict to its responsi- 
bility not only to the American people but to 
free peoples everywhere if it did not, in the ab- 
sence of Soviet cooperation, take such measures 
as are possible unilaterally to lessen and to over- 
come this danger of surprise attack. In fact 
the United States has not and does not shirk this 
responsibility. 

In accordance with the National Security Act 
of 1947, the President has put into effect since 
the beginning of his administration directives to 
gather by every possible means the information 
required to protect the United States and the 
free world against surprise attack and to enable 
them to make effective preparations for their 
defense. Under these directives programs have 
been developed and put into operation which have 
included extensive aerial surveillance by unarmed 
civilian aircraft, normally of a peripheral char- 
acter but on occasion by penetration. Specific 
missions of these unarmed civilian aircraft have 
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not been subject to Presidential authorization. 
The fact that such surveillance was taking place 
has apparently not been a secret to the Soviet 
leadership, and the question , indeed arises as to 
*?hy at this particular juncture they should seek 
to exploitive present incident as a propaganda 
battle in the cold war. 

This Government had sincerely hoped and con- 
tinues to hope that in the coming meeting of 
the Heads of Government in Paris Chairman 
Khrushchev would be prepared to cooperate in 
agreeing to effective measures which would re- 
move this fear of sudden mass destruction from 
the minds of peoples everywhere. Far from 
being damaging to the forthcoming meeting in 
Paris, this incident should serve to underline the 
importance to the world of an earnest attempt 
there to achieve agreed and effective safeguards 
against surprise attack and aggression. 

At my request and with the authority of the 
President, the Director of the Central Intelligence 
Agency, the Honorable Allen W. Dulles, is today 
briefing Members of the Congress fully along the 
foregoing lines. 

STATEMENTS BY NATIONAL AERONAUTICS AND 
SPACE ADMINISTRATION 

Statement of May S' 

A NASA U-2 research airplane, being flown In Turkey 
on a joint NASA-USAF Air Weather Service mission, 
apparently went down in the Lake Van, Turkey, area 
at about 9:00 ajn. (3:00 ajn. e.d.t) Sunday, May 1. 

During the flight in southeast Turkey, the pilot reported 
over the emergency frequency that be was experiencing 
oxygen difficulties. The flight originated in Adana with 
a mission to obtain data on clear air turbulence. 

A search is now underway in the Lake Van area. 

The pilot is an employee of Lockheed Aircraft under 
contract to NASA* 

The U-2 program was initiated by NASA in 1956 as 
a method of making high-altitude weather studies. 



Statement of May 5* 

One of NASA's U-2 research airplanes, in use since 
1956 in a continuing program to study gust-meteorologi- 
cal conditions found at high altitude, has been missing 
since about 9 o'clock Sunday morning (local time) when

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its pilot reported be was having oxygen difficulties over 
the Lake Van, Turkey, area. 

The airplane had taken off from Indrllk Air Base, 
Turkey. The flight plan called for the first check point 
to be at 87 degrees, 25 minutes, North: 41 degreeee, 28 
minutes, East, and for a left turn to to made to the 
Lake Van beacon, thence to the Trabason beacon, thence 
to Antalya, and return to Adana. The flight scheduled 
was estimated at 8 hours, 45 minutes, for a total of MOO 
nautical miles. Takeoff was at 6 ajn* local time. 

(The above-given times are the equivalent of 8 ajn. 
Sunday, and 2 ajn n Eastern Daylight Time. ) 

About one hour after takeoff, the pilot reported diffi- 
culties with his oxygen equipment. Using emergency 
radio frequency, be reported he was heading for the Lake 
Van beacon to get his bearings, and that he would return 
to Adana. 

As indicated above, his flight plan called for him to 
make a left turn at the Lake Van beacon. His last 
report indicated he was attempting to receive that beacon. 
It is believed he probably was on a northeasterly course, 
but there was no further word. 

An aerial search was begun soon after receipt of the 
last communication. The Lake Van area is mountainous 
and very rugged. No evidence has been sighted of the 
aircraft having crashed. 

If the pilot continued to suffer lack of oxygen, the 
path of the airplane from the last reported position would 
be impossible to determine. If the airplane was on auto- 
matic pilot, it is likely it would have continued along its 
north-easterly course. 

The pilot, as are all pilots used on NASA's program of 
upper atmosphere research with the U-2 airplane, is a 
civilian employed by the Lockheed Aircraft Corpora- 
tion, builders of the airplane. 

When the research program was begun in 1956 by the 
National Advisory Committee for Aeronautics (Prede- 
cessor to NASA), the federal agency did not have a 
sufficient number of pilots to operate the program, and 
so a contract was made with Lockheed to provide the 
pilots. 

Overseas logistic support for NASA's continuing use 
of the U-2 1b provided by Air Weather Service units of 
the USAF. 

NASA has procured a total of 10 U-2 airplanes. The 
airplane was originally built as a private venture by 
Lockheed to serve aa a "flying test bed". It is powered 
by a single Pratt & Whitney turbojet engine, and 
can maintain flight for as long as four hours at altitudes 
of up to 55,000 feet 

Since inception of the research program in 1956, the U-2 
flying weather laboratories have operated from bases in 
California, New York, Alaska, England, Germany, Turkey, 
Pakistan, Japan, Okinawa and the Philippines. 

The U-2 airplanes are presently being used in California 
(Edwards AFB, one), Japan (Atsugi, three) and Turkey 
(Adana, four). 

The instrumentation carried by the U-2 permits 
obtaining more precise information about clear air tur- 
bulence, convective clouds, wind shear, the Jet stream, and 
such widespread weather patterns as typhoons. The air- 
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plane also has been used by NASA to obtain information 
About cosmic rays, and the concentration of certain ele- 
ments in the atmosphere, including osone and water 
Tapor. 

Instrumentation carried includes: Angular velocity 
recorder, to measure the airplane's rate of pitch ; modified 
VGH recorder, to measure and record head-on gust com- 
ponent* in flight; flight recorder Model BB, continuous 
recorder of Indicated airspeed, pressure altitude and 
normal acceleration; airspeed and altitude transducer to 
measure pressure altitude and indicated airspeed; tem- 
perature and humidity measuring set AN/AM Q 7, to 
measure indicated free air temperature and indicated 
relative humidity; and vortex thermometer system, to 
measure true free-air temperature within one-half degree 
Centigrade at high speeds. 



DEPARTMENT STATEMENT, MAY 5* 

The Department has been informed by NASA 
that, as announced May 3, an unarmed plane, a 
U-2 weather research plane based at Adana, 
Turkey, piloted by a civilian has been missing 
since May 1. Itaring the flight of this plane, 
the pilot reported difficulty with his oxygen equip- 
ment. Mr. Khrushchev has announced that a 
U.S. plane has been shot down over the U.S.S.R. 
on that date. It may be that this was the missing 
plane. It is entirely possible that having failure 
in the oxygen equipment, which could result in 
the pilot losing consciousness, the plane continued 
on automatic pilot for a considerable distance and 
accidentally violated Soviet airspace. The 
United States is taking this matter up with the 
Soviet Government, with particular reference to 
the fate of the pilot. 

U.S. NOTE OF MAY €« 

The Embassy of the United States of America 
by instruction of its Government has the honor 
to state the following: 

The United States Government has noted the 
statement of the Chairman of the Council of 
Ministers of the Union of Soviet Socialist 
Republics, N. S. Khrushchev, in his speech before 
the Supreme Soviet on May 6 that a foreign air-

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craft crossed the border of the Soviet Union on 
May 1 and that on orders of the Soviet Govern- 
ment, this aircraft was shot down.

As already announced on May 8, a United 
States National Aeronautical Space Agency 
unarmed weather research plane based at Adana, 
Turkey, and piloted by a civilian American has 
been; missing since May 1. The name of the 
American civilian pilot is Francis Gary Powers, 
born on August 17, 1929, at Jenkins, Kentucky. 

In the light of the above the United States 
Government requests the Soviet Government to 
provide it with full facts of the Soviet investi- 
gation of this incident and to inform it of the fate 
of the pilot. 

DEPARTMENT STATEMENT, MAY 7* 

The Department has received the text of Mr. 
Khrushchev's further remarks about the unarmed 
plane which is reported to have been shot down 
in the Soviet Union. As previously announced, 
it was known that a U-2 plane was missing. As 
a result of the inquiry ordered by the President it 
has been established that insofar as the authorities 
in Washington are concerned there was no author- 
ization for any such flight as described by Mr. 
Khrushchev. 

Nevertheless it appears that in endeavoring to 
obtain information now concealed behind the Iron 
Curtain a flight over Soviet territory was prob- 
ably undertaken by an unarmed civilian U-2 plane. 

It is certainly no secret that, given the state of 
the world today, intelligence collection activities 
are practiced by all countries, and postwar 
history certainly reveals that the Soviet Union 
has not been lagging behind in this field. 

The necessity for such activities as measures 
for legitimate national defense is enhanced by the 
' excessive secrecy practiced by the Soviet Union in 
contrast to the free world. 

One of the things creating tension in the world 
today is apprehension over surprise attack with 
weapons of mass destruction. 

To reduce mutual suspicion and to give a 
measure of protection against surprise attack the

Research Program To Detect, Identify 
Underground Nuclear Tests Expanded 

White Hon Be press relet** dated If ay 7 

The President on May 7 announced approval of 
, a major expansion of the present research and de- 
velopment directed toward an improved capability 
to detect and identify underground nuclear ex- 
plosions. The present U.S. program has evolved 
from the recommendations set forth by the Panel 
on Seismic Improvement (Berkner panel). 1 For 
fiscal year 1960 it has been funded for approxi- 
mately $10 million. During fiscal year 1961 it is 
anticipated that the funds required will be about 
$66 million for all aspects of the seismic research 
and development program. 

Known as Project Vela, the program calls for 
increased basic research in seismology; procure- 
ment of instruments for a worldwide seismic re- 
search program ; development of improved seismic 
instruments; construction and operation of proto- 
type seismic detection stations; and an experi- 
mental program of underground detonations en- 
compassing both high explosive and, where 
necessary, nuclear explosions. The planned pro- 
gram provides for investigation of all aspects of 
improvement that are considered to be feasible. 

Such nuclear explosions as are essential to a full 
understanding of both the capabilities of the pres- 
ently proposed detection system and the potential 
for improvements in this system would be carried 
out under fully contained conditions and would

produce no radioartive fallout. In order to de- 
velop sufficient reliable data from the program, it 
is anticipated that it will be necessary to conduct 
a series of explosions of various sizes in differing 
types of geological formations. 

Recently the Soviet negotiators fit Geneva con- 
curred with the proposal that underground nu- 
clear explosions should be conducted to improve 
the capability of the proposed control network to 
detect and identify underground explosions. 

They have also indicated a willingness to discuss 
research and development in the seismic detection 
area with the United States and the United King- 
dom. Agreement has been reached to convene a 
group of U.S.S.R., U.K., and U.S. scientists in 
Geneva on May 11 to exchange information on the 
seismic research activities of the three nations as 
a basis for future determination of the areas in 
which coordinated or joint research would be most 
fruitful. 

Government agencies including the Department 
of Defense, the Atomic Energy Commission, the 
Department of Commerce, and the Department of 
Interior, as well as universities and private 
organizations, will participate in carrying out the 
United States program of research and develop* 
ment related to the detection and identification of 
nuclear detonations.

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.Disarmament: The Problem and the Prospects

I warmly welcome the opportunity to meet with 
members of the American Society of International 
Law, whose signal contributions to scholarship 
and whose continuing influence on international 
affairs are recognized throughout the world. 

It is a special challenge to address this dis- 
tinguished group. That is so primarily because 
your interest and qualifications cover a very wide 
spectrum, ranging from particular questions of 
international law and practice to fundamental 
issues of international peace and order. And it is 
a high tribute to this organization that this is in- 
deed the case. 

Tonight I would like to speak to you about one 
of these fundamental questions, perhaps the most 
vital and the most critical of world problems. I 
refer to the problem of disarmament. 

The Urgent Need for Disarmament 

The infinitely destructive capabilities of modern 
warfare have given new focus and urgency to dis- 
armament efforts. I fear that we now take for 
granted "kilotons" and "megatons" as measures of 
destructive power. These words, describing nu- 
clear and thermonuclear explosive power in terms 
of its equivalent in thousands or millions of tons of 
TNT, have become commonplace. Their impact 
on the human mind has accordingly tended to 
diminish. Yet the fact remains that a single plane 
today can deliver more destructive power than aU 
of the planes in all of the air forces delivered dur- 
ing the Second World War. 

let us clearly note, moreover, that nuclear 
weapons technology and capacity may not remain

the exclusive province of those who now possess 
them. Others can no doubt develop this capability. 
We thus face clear prospects of the proliferation 
of nuclear weapons among the states of the world, 
with all that this would portend in added hazard 
to international peace. 

I do not need to emphasize here other aspects of 
the problem of peace and security: the rapid de- 
velopment of missiles, the entry of manmade ob- 
jects—and soon man himself— into outer space, the 
advances in chemical and biological methods of 
warfare. Nor do I need to address myself to the 
tremendous economic burden of armaments in the 
world. 

Yesterday [April 27] in his press conference, 
President Eisenhower said that he could "see no 
reason why the sums which now are going into 
these sterile, negative mechanisms that we call 
war munitions shouldn't go into something posi- 
tive." In this connection it is significant that the 
amount of money spent for national defense in this 
world in 1 year would pay for all the activities and 
programs of the United Nations for the next 500 
years. For the totality of this problem is such that 
the search for disarmament has become a prime 
imperative of our times. 

But we must not be maneuvered into disarma- 
ment at any price, The disarmament arrange- 
ments we see— and must find— are those that 
through mutual application and safeguarded im- 
plementation will enhance our security and not 
leave us and our free-world associates open and 
vulnerable to aggressive action. 

Tomorrow, in Geneva, the 10-nation disarma- 
ment group, which is the focal point of present 
disarmament efforts, will recess for 6 weeks until 
after the meeting at the summit 
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— There are some who have criticized us for agree- 
ing to & disarmament forum based on equal repre- 
sentation with the Communist bloc However, 
the reasons for this are dear and, I think, 
substantial 

The withdrawal of the Soviet Union from the 
TJJS. Disarmament Subcommittee in 1957 left us 
without an agreed forum for disarmament negotia- 
tions. We believed that no avenue should be left 
unexplored which might offer prospects for 
progress on this crucial problem. We were con- 
vinced that, although detailed disarmament nego- 
tiations would take place for the time being outside 
the U Jf. by the establishment of (he Committee of 
Ten,* this would not diminish the United Nations* 
responsibility for general disarmament. As a 
matter of fact, if agreement can be achieved among 
the Ten in Geneva, it will contribute substantially 
to a fuller realization of the purposes and prin- 
ciples of the charter. 

This view was reflected by the General Assembly 
in a resolution unanimously adopted at its past 
session. 1 The resolution expressed the hope that 
measures leading toward the goal of general and 
complete disarmament under effective interna- 
tional control would be worked out in detail and 
agreed upon in the shortest possible time. 

U.S. Objectives at Geneva 

We approach the disarmament problem with two 
basic aims: 

First, to try urgently to create a more stable 
military environment in order to curtail the risk 
of war. 

Second, to reduce national armed forces and 
armaments and to strengthen international peace- 
keeping machinery to the point where aggression 
will be deterred by international rather than na- 
tional force. 

To accomplish the first objective, we believe it is 
necessary to undertake measures to guard against 
surprise attack, to halt future nuclear weapons 
production, to reduce existing nuclear weapons 
stockpiles, to bring about balanced reductions in 
conventional arms and armed forces, and to initi- 
ate measures to assure the peaceful use of outer 
space. 



But we would not be satisfied to stop with these 
li3]jev«mffitBr~"We want -to move-on toward the 
elimination of weapons of mass destruction and 
toward the reduction of national armed forces and 
armaments to levels required only for internal 
security purposes and to carry out obligations un- 
der the United Nations Charter. 'At the same 
time we want to foster universally accepted rules 
of law, backed by a world court and an interna- 
tional armed force, which would prevent any na- 
tion from launching an aggression. 

This, in brief, sets the scene for the first round 
of negotiations which have taken place over the 
past weeks in Geneva. The Soviets thus far have 
not been willing to discuss the obvious and specific 
initial measures .1 have outlined. Without 
burdening you with the details, I should like to 
outline some of the basic differences in approach 
to the problem of disarmament taken by the Com- 
munist bloc and ourselves. 

The Mirage of Agreement In Principle 

So far the Communist representatives at Geneva 
have refused to consider any proposals which do 
not endorse in principle the Soviet version of gen- 
eral and complete disarmament This Soviet tac- 
tic in negotiation is all too familiar. All too often 
the Communists seem more interested in slogans 
than in serious negotiations. 

We have been exposed before to these tactics. 
"Ban the bombf "Stop all nuclear testing"— these 
are familiar slogans which have a certain super- 
ficial appeal. 

This time the Communists talk about "general 
and complete disarmament" as if this were a trade- 
mark which they had registered and as if its ac- 
ceptance constituted the only way to make 
progress in disarmament During the first 8 days 
of negotiations at Geneva, the Communist dele- 
gates used the phrase "general and complete dis- 
armament" 135 times. They dodge the question 
of effective international controls, and thus the 
slogan is just as misleading and just as superficial 
as the earlier mirages. 

Even the General Assembly resolution, which 
was cosponsored by all of the members of the 
United Nations and which expressed the hope for 
"general and complete disarmament under effec- 
tive international control? becomes in Mr. Zorin's 4

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speeches, and in his satellites' echoes, United Na- 
tions endorsement of the Soviet plan. But when 
this resolution is cited by the Communists, it is 
usually rewritten, and the vital provision "under 
effective international control" conveniently dis- 
appears. Even when the Soviets do make refer- 
ence to controls, they tend to give only lip service 
to a concept and do not make a serious effort to 
develop an effective system of verification. 

The Soviets seem interested only in what label 
is put on the disarmament package. In the light 
of our previous experience with them in the use 
of slogans, we are interested primarily in the con- 
tents. Until agreement is reached on the contents, 
how can the label mean anything ? 

What we seek is a secure, free, and peaceful 
world in which there would be general disarma- 
ment under effective international safeguards and 
agreed procedures for the settlement of disputes 
in accordance with the principles of the United 
Nations Charter. 

To this end we have submitted concrete pro- 
posals B on the basis of which the 10-nation group 
could begin immediately to hammer out specific 
measures of real disarmament The Communist 
side has not been willing to negotiate on specific 
disarmament measures but -has contented itself 
with urging agreement in principle on abolition of 
all armies, armaments, and war ministries within 
4 years. 

The Need for Verification 

At Geneva the Soviets have thus far sought to 
avoid any serious negotiation about the question 
of control and inspection, although they acknowl- 
edge that this is an essential element in any gen- 
eral disarmament agreement. In this approach 
they are reflecting the historic reluctance of Com- 
munist disarmament negotiators to talk about, 
much less to agree upon, concrete arrangements to 
assure that disarmament measures are actually 
observed. 

I find it wholly understandable that the Soviet 
Union, with its phobia for secrecy and with its 
broad access to information about developments 
in the free world, should find disarmament con- 
trol arrangements highly undesirable on the one 
hand and perhaps even unnecessary on the other. 
Yet precisely these same factors make it impera-

tave for the free world to insist upon an adequate 
system of inspection for verifying compliance 
with disarmament agreements. In this area, 
which is clearly vital to our own security, we can- 
not rely on promises alone. Control and inspec- 
tion procedures must be part and parcel of any 
agreed disarmament measures. 

The Communist group frequently alleges that 
proposals for a verification system are designed 
for purposes of espionage. They characterize 
these proposals as a wish on our part to look into 
everybody's bedroom and into everybody's garden. 
Now obviously effective international control ma- 
chinery will certainly result in the gathering and 
exchange of information. But this should not go 
beyond what is necessary to establish and sustain 
confidence. Equal assurance to both sides that 
commitments under a disarmament agreement are 
being carried out is essential. This is the essence 
of international control. 

In my dictionary, "espionage" is defined as the 
practice of spying on others or the employment of 
spies and the systematic secret observation of the 
words and conduct of others. This is by no means 
the definition of the operations of an interna- 
tionally agreed organization whose task is to 
gather and receive information which will assure 
both sides that the disarmament agreement is 
being carried out. 

In spite of this essentially negative and grudg- 
ing approach to the central problem of control 
and inspection, the Soviets must come to realize 
that we will insist upon adequate control arrange- 
ments in any disarmament agreement. 

I would like to be quite clear on one point In 
this imperfect world we do not expect to see a 100 
percent perfect system of controls. Nor are we 
seeking controls for the sake of controls. Our 
prime purpose has been, and remains, to work out 
disarmament agreements that will reduce the pros- 
pects of war and the burden of armaments. We 
attach the utmost importance to our efforts to 
achieve this goal. As a part of such arrange- 
ments, we seek only that degree of control and 
verification which will permit the world to know 
that the agreements are being kept by all parties. 
We ask the Soviets to accept nothing that we will 
not ourselves accept. If the Soviet Union will 
approach this question in the same reasonable way, 
I am confident that significant progress can be 
made. 
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I now turn to the question of our respective ap- 
proaches to the problem of nuclear armaments. 
It is clear that the Soviet attitude on this matter 
is motivated by both political and strategic con- 
siderations. The Soviet Union has attempted 
to create pressures throughout the world which 
would inhibit free-world use of nuclear weapons 
m defense against aggression. In strategic terms, 
there can be little doubt that the Soviets have re- 
garded nuclear weapons as an important element 
in Western strength. They have undoubtedly rea- 
soned that, if we could be effectively precluded 
from the possibility of using nuclear weapons in 
our own defense, while Soviet strength in conven- 
tional armaments was retained, our strategic posi- 
tion would be impaired. . 

Thus over a period of years the Soviet purpose 
has been to "ban the bomb." In the present nego- 
tiations at Geneva this theme is once again being 
played. The Soviets have again proposed that 
each nuclear power should agree not to use nuclear 
weapons first. They also propose the complete 
elimination of nuclear weapons but have admitted 
that this could not be verified by existing 
techniques. 

How does the United States look at this 
problem? 

We have recognized, and continue to recognize, 
the need to deal effectively with nuclear weapons 
in any comprehensive disarmament arrangement. 
We believe, however, that nuclear and conven- 
tional disarmament measures must be balanced 
so that no country or group of countries will ob- 
tain, at any stage, a significant military advantage. 
We proposed that early steps be taken to limit the 
continuing buildup in nuclear weapons. As an 
initial step we seek an agreed cutoff, under proper 
safeguards, in the future production of nuclear 
materials for weapons purposes. We also pro- 
pose to begin reduction of existing stockpiles of 
nuclear weapons materials by siphoning off agreed 
quantities for peaceful uses. 

One of our ultimate goals in a disarmament 
agreement is the final elimination of nuclear 
weapons as may be feasible in the light of techni- 
cal and scientific knowledge. Let me note this im- 
portant point: At the present time it would not 
be scientifically possible to establish means of veri- 
fication to confirm whether nuclear stockpiles had 
in fact been eliminated. Today a would-be aggres- 



sor oould ccmceal nudeM-weapona-without any 
fear of detection. 

But, as I have noted, there are important steps 
that can be taken now. We hope that the Soviets 
will agree to the specific measures in this area 
which I have already outlined. * 



Recognizing that the world stands on the 
threshold of the space age, the United States has 
again proposed at Geneva, as it has in the United 
Nations for the past 8 years, that steps be taken 
toward insuring the use of outer space for peaceful 
purposes only. We have specifically proposed that 
there should be a prohibition, with appropriate 
controls, against placing into orbit or stationing in 
outer space vehicles carrying weapons of mass 
destruction. Technological advances in this field 
have been astounding. Satellites are being sent 
aloft with increasing frequency. Scientists will 
no doubt soon discover ways to bring orbiting 
bodies back to a predetermined point on earth. 
The military implications of this are profoundly 
evident. 

It is for these reasons that Soviet failure to deal 
concretely with the problems of preventing 
weapons of mass destruction from being intro- 
duced into outer space is so disquieting. There 
may be real danger that we will soon reach the 
point of no return so far as control of vehicles 
in outer space is concerned. 

One could draw an unhappy parallel with the 
Soviet rejection in 1947 of the United States pro- 
posal to forgo the American monopoly of atomic 
weapons and establish full international control of 
atomic energy. We know now that the Soviet out- 
of-hand refusal to consider this extraordinary 
proposal was a tragic turning point in history. 

We hope the present attitude of the Soviet 
Union with respect to outer space does not portend 
the same kind of fateful choice. It would be 
tragic indeed if the nations of the world were to 
extend to the vast reaches of outer space the mili- 
tary rivalries which plague man here on earth. 

Maintaining Peace in a Disarmed World 

Another basic difference between the Western 
and the Communist approach to disarmament is 
highlighted by our proposal that, as disarmament 
is achieved, steps must betaken to strengthen and

build up the machinery to maintain peace. The 
Soviet Union seems to maintain that existing ar- 
rangements are adequate and vigorously opposes 
the concept of an international force. 
- Fortunately we already have a strong founda- 
tion on which to build such peacekeeping ma- 
chinery. The United Nations was established for 
the purpose of maintaining international peace 
and security. 

Our aim, accordingly, is a stronger United Na- 
tions. Perhaps the time is approaching when 
new efforts should be made toward making this 
Organization a more effective instrument for 
peace. Let me repeat— we have in the United 
Nations the structure on which to build. There is 
nothing wrong with the charter that good will 
could not cure. 

We must also seek to accelerate the develop- 
ment of international law, looking toward the ride 
of law in the world. Certainly it would make a 
tremendous difference if states showed a fair- 
minded and careful regard for generally recog- 
nized legal rules. Far more use should be made 
of the International Court of Justice. Greater use 
should be made of advisory opinions. And further 
steps should be taken to extend the compulsory 
jurisdiction of the Court. 

In this connection may I say that I regret very 
much that it has not yet been possible to take the 
steps necessary to permit this Government to em- 
brace with complete fidelity the principle of com- 
pulsory jurisdiction. 

It would be a mistake to assume that, if the 
point is reached where national armed forces have 
been reduced by mutual agreement to the militia 
level, the danger of aggression will have been auto- 
matically eliminated. There have been many cases 
in the past few years when frontiers were crossed 
and distinctly military actions were carried out 
by lightly armed forces. We are all too familiar 
with the pattern of indirect aggression and know 
that men armed with only light weapons— rifles, 
submachine guns, pistols, and hand grenadesr-can 
promote civil disorder and contribute to the over- 
throw of the government of a neighboring state. 

In the light of these present-day experiences 
it is clear that there would be need for an effective * 
international force to help keep the peace and 
repel aggression in a world where national arma- 
ments have been substantially reduced. As we 



have proposed in Geneva, such a force should 
operate within the framework of the United Na- 
tions. Without such a force a world fully dis- 
armed except for rifles, or, for that matter, sticks 
and stone6, would still not adequately guarantee 
peace and security. 

The Soviets do not accept this concept. In an 
article published last fall— incidentally at about 
the same time the Soviet Union was putting forth 
its slogan of "general and complete" disarma- 
ment—Pravda warned against the creation of 
an international police force "armed to the teeth" 
which would be used for "suppressing peoples de- 
termined to change the social system in their 
countries." 

We must consider seriously, even if the Com- 
munists choose not to, the anarchy and risks of 
aggression to which a disarmed world would be 
exposed if there were not at the same time recog- 
nized rules of law enforced by strong United Na- 
tions peacekeeping machinery. 
I 

Nuclear Test Talka 

The differences in approach which I have briefly 
described on certain fundamental areas of the dis- 
armament problem suggest to you, I am sure, why 
our negotiators at Geneva fully realize that they 
have a long and difficult road ahead. Thus far, 
perhaps not unexpectedly, they have little reason 
to be encouraged by the Soviet attitude. 

But our efforts in the disarmament field cover 
a broad front; And we do find some reason for en- 
couragement. The atmosphere in an adjoining 
conference room at Geneva is cautiously optimis- 
tic. I refer to the talks where American, British, 
and Soviet delegations have been working for the 
past 18 months on an agreement looking toward a 
controlled ban on the testing of nuclear weapons. 

Here we have proposed that a treaty be con- 
cluded which would end all nuclear weapons tests 
where adequate controls can be agreed. This 
would exempt small underground explosions. 
However, we recently stated a willingness to agree 
to a temporary, voluntary moratorium on these 
small underground explosions where adequate con- 
trol is hot now possible. 6 Such a moratorium,

the negotiations on various important issues that 
now separate the two sides and on arrangements 
being made for a coordinated research program 
aimed at finding more reliable means of identify- 
ing small underground disturbances. 

However, -there are still important political and 
technical issues to work out Agreement must 
still be reached on such critical matters as the 
basis and frequency of on-site inspections of areas 
where unidentified seismic events have occurred 
within the territories of the parties. This is a 
major obstacle. The Soviets insist that the num- 
ber of such inspections should be limited and based 
on a purely political decision. We believe that 
this is not a political question but that inspections 
should be based on detection capabilities and scien- 
tific facts. 

Still another matter at issue is the composition 
of the staff manning the control posts which will be 
established within the three countries and through- 
out the world.- The Soviets wish to have a pre- 
dominance of host-country nationals in the control 
posts. We cannot accept this sine© it would 
amount to self-inspection. In the ligbt of the 
need to insure objectivity, we have proposed that 
the control posts be manned by an international 
staff made up of one-third host-country nationals, 
one-third from the other side, and one-third from 
other countries. 

Further issues include voting procedures, where 
the shadow of the veto is still with us, procedures 
to govern explosions for peaceful purposes, and 
the composition of the seven-nation control 
commission. 

However, in the 18 months of painstaking and 
patient negotiations-a prerequisite for conduct- 
ing diplomatic talks with the Soviete-we have 
reached agreement on a preamble and IT draft 
articles and an annex of a treaty, as well as certain 
important technical matters.' 

The most significant point is that the Soviets 
have agreed to the establishment of control posts

in Soviet territory to be manned in part by non-

treaty. Thus there is some basis for cautions op- 
timism at that conference, and we can only hope 
that some of this optimism will pervade the ad- 
joining conference room, where the disarmament 
negotiators will be meeting when they resume 
their talks in J une. 

Do the Soviets Wont Disarmament? 

In view of the frustrations we have experi- 
enced over many years in trying to negotiate dis- 
armament arrangements with the Soviet Union, 
people often ask whether the Soviets really want 
disarmament I do not pretend to know the an- 
swer, but I would suggest that there may be 
several reasons why the Soviet Union should be 
genuinely interested in agreement on disarmament 
First of these is the very human fear of the devas- 
tation that would be visited on all peoples alike by 
a total nuclear war. The ravages of World War 
II in destruction of their manpower and capital 
plant and equipment must have left a profound 
impression on the Communist leaders. They are 
intelligent men, and they must be able to visualize 
the incomparably greater ravages which a nu- 
clear war would bring. 

In the second place, the burden of supporting 
military establishments in the nuclear age is ex- 
tremely costly both in men and materials. The 
losses of World War II also resulted in a defi- 
ciency in Soviet manpower, a particularly critical 
problem in light of the intensive Soviet campaign 
to increase industrial output and reclaim lands in 
Siberia. There are also increasing demands by 
Soviet citizens for more of the comforts of life. 
It is difficult to know exactly how much of a role 
each of these considerations might play in Soviet 
policy formulation, but there can be no denying 
the increasing competition for the resources and 
the productive energies of the state. 

There are certainly other considerations as well. 
These could involve such matters as Soviet assess- 
ment of the balance of military advantage in any 
disarmament agreement, their estimate of the 
political advantages that might be derived from 
any such agreement, and their relative view of the 
prospects for achieving their objectives by either 
military or nonmilitary means. 
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of all these factors. And I am Bure there are - 3! * Ma ~ 

others as well. But there are at least some reasons 
why the U.S.S.R. could be seriously interested in 
making progress toward disarmament We 
strongly hope this is the case. 

Perhaps the most difficult part of the equation 
is how much they might be willing to pay for dis- 
armament by way of opening up their system to 
the inspection that would be required- I have 
already spoken of the difficulties we have experi- 
enced over a long period in this regard. But we 
must not, and will not, give up hope. 

Concluding Comment 

What, then, are the prospects for progress in 
the months ahead ? 

With the adjournment of the conference in 
Geneva tomorrow, we turn our eyes to the summit 
In just 2 weeks, the Heads of Government of the 
United States, France, the United Kingdom, and 
the Soviet Union will meet in Paris. Disarma- 
ment will assuredly be one of the topics of highest 
priority. It is our fervent hope that the Soviets 
will join with us in giving the necessary impetus 
to the disarmament negotiations so that when the 
10-nation conference reconvenes in June it can 
come to grips with the concrete measures which 
could eventually relieve man of the tremendous 
burden of armaments and free him from the spec- 
ter of war. 

Until acceptable disarmament arrangements 
are negotiated, we must continue to look to our 
own defenses. There is no other way if negotia- 
tions are to succeed. There is no other way if 
world peace is to be maintained. We know that 
the realization of the ultimate goal of world dis- 
armament which we seek lies in the distant future. 
But this is no reason for us to be fatalistic and to 
concede that nuclear catastrophe is inescapable. 
As Thucydides reminds us, "Fatalism tends to 
produce what it dreads, for men do not oppose 
that which they consider inevitable." 

I continue to believe that, if mankind is in- 
genious enough in the scientific field to forge the 
weapons capable of destroying himself, he has the 
innate wisdom and capacity in the political field 
to work out the means of preserving and advanc- 
ing civilization.

States upon the invitation of the President, has 
also addressed a joint session of the United States 
Congress. At the conclusion of his Washington 
stay on April 30, King Mahendra will begin a 
twelve-day coast-to-coast tour of the United 
States, during which he will meet with various 
civic, cultural, and business leaders. 

The President expressed great admiration for 
the steps which have been taken under the leader- 
ship of King Mahendra to foster the growth of 
democracy in Nepal, as exemplified by the pro- 
mulgation of a constitution by the King and by 
the holding of general elections in 1959 under the 
provisions of that constitution. 

In their review of the world situation, the 
President and King Mahendra expressed their 
mutual concern with the vital problem of achiev- 
ing lasting peace and establishing a world order 
based on international justice. They reaffirmed 
their determination to work toward those goals, 
the achievement of which will contribute im- 
mensely to the general progress, prosperity, and 
welfare of mankind. 

The President and King Mahendra agreed that 
the American people and the Nepalese people 
have in common the virtues of tolerance, charity, 
and benevolence, which virtues should serve as 
the basis of relations between all nations. The

Rightly have the great leaders of the world de- 
scribed disarmamentr-both conventional and 
nuclear-as the greatest and most pr^ prob- 
lem of our time. AB the peoples of the world are 
eagerly awaiting the successful outcome of the 
Geneva negotiations on disarmament and nuclear 
teste ban. Will it be too much to hope that the 
negotiations in Geneva will result at least m some 
looted agreement in this field which could be 
formally registered at the impending summit 
meeting and announced to trembling humanity as 
a prelude to better times and broader agreements 
among nations in the near future? We hope and 
believe that the impending summit conference and 
tne ones that are proposed thereafter wiU have the 
effect of easing tension in the world and register- 
ing real progress toward peace, disarmamenMnd 
settlement of the outstanding political disputes 
between nations. 

We have not the slightest doubt about the peace- 
ful intentions of the American people. Now* 
is for her to prove her initiative and skill ^n con- 
vincing other great and small countries about the 
need for the gradual evolution of a new inter- 
national order based on freedom, justice, and peace 
for all and fully responsive to the needs and chal- 
lenge of the time. The way m which the great 
powers can meet the greatest challenge of our 
time and perhaps of history is by Jrning the 
present-dafsituation, fraught with the risks of 
nuclear war, into the pooling of the re^urces of 
the nations of the world for the eradication of 
poverty and needs from everywhere We cannot 
help feeling that, if even a small fraction of one 
hundred billion dollars that is being presently 
spent on defense and war expenditure in the 
world is devoted to the development of the under- 
developed countries, the world would for every- 
body be an infinitely better and happier place to 

live in* » , 

We all know that in the history of mankind 
war has caused serious setbacks to progress and 
civilization and has always taken a heavy toll of 
humanlife. We have faced the devastating effects 
and grim consequences of the two world wars 
which took place during the lifetime of many in

our own generation. The finest flower of youth 
and manhood in every country were decimated in 
the two world wars, and we can very well imagine 
the sense of horror haunting the minds of the 
people heavily loaded with the very bitter mem- 
ory of the loss of their sons, brothers, and hus- 
bands. We hardly need emphasize that no nation 
in the world, big or small, will remain unaffected 
in the event of another global war. It is the 
sincere desire for peace and freedom in the hearts 
of the 9 million of our countrymen that has 
prompted us to conclude this address with the fol- 
lowing exhortation in the immortal words of your 
great leader and a great son of America, Abraham 
Lincoln, which to our mind literally applies to the 
present-day global context as well if we only 
replace the word "nation" by "international 
community": 

It Is rather for us to be here dedicated to the great task 
remaining before ns— that from these honored dead we 
take increased devotion to that cause for which they 
gave the last full measure of devotion— that we here 
highly resolve that these dead shaU not have died in 
vain— that this nation . . . shall have a new birth of 
freedom— and that government of the people, by the 
people, for the people, shall not perish from the earth. 

Thank you once again for giving us a patient 
hearing.

A DC-6B passenger plane, which Afghani- 
stan's airline— Ariana— is acquiring with financial 
assistance from the U.S. International Coopera- 
tion Administration, was dedicated on May 2 at 
Washington National Airport by Abdul Karim 
Hakimi, president of the Afghan Air Authority. 

The plane, which will be the largest ever to be 
placed in service by Ariana, will be flown May 8 
from Newark Airport to Afghanistan, where it 
will be immediately placed in operation trans-

Attending the dedication at which Mr* Hakimi 
cut the ribbon were Mohammed Kaahim Mai- 
wandwal, Afghan Ambassador to the United 
States; Stellan Wollmar, Director of the ICA 
Mission in Afghanistan, who is now on consulta- 
tion in this country ; and representatives of Pan 
American World Airways, which is assisting 
Afghanistan in civil aviation development under 
an ICA contract 

The plane is the fifth to be acquired by Ariana 
with the assistance of a $5 million loan from ICA 
to the Government of Afghanistan to help Ariana 
obtain equipment The other planes were three 
DC-3'sandaIXM. 

The loan was part of a $14,560,000 US. pro- 
gram of development assistance begun in 1956 to 
help landlocked Afghanistan to develop civil 
aviation. In addition to assisting Ariana to ac- 
quire equipment, the program has aided Afghan- 
istan in constructing an international airport at 
Kandahar and three local airports in other parts 
of Afghanistan, and in establishing air routes. 



Views on Freedom-of-NavIgatfon 
Amendment to Mutual Security Act 

Following the adoption by the Senate on April 
£8 of an amendment to section S of the Mutual 
Security Act of 195%, as amended? proposed by 
Senator Paul Douglas and 17 other Senators, 
Acting Secretary Dillon sent the following letter 
to Senator /♦ W. Fulbright, chairman of the 
Senate Foreign Relations Committee. 

Mat 2, 1960 

Dear Mr. Chairman : In response to your re- 
quest for the views of the Department of State 
with respect to the implications of the Douglas 
Amendment to the Mutual Security bill, I take 
this opportunity to set forth the following per- 
tinent observations. 

As we understand the intent of its 18 sponsors, 
the Douglas Amendment is designed to support 
efforts toward eliminating trade restrictions in 
the Middle East, particularly with respect to 
those practiced against the State of Israel. I am 
sure you are aware that this purpose is fully 
consistent with long-standing objectives of the 



United States Government. It is our conviction 
however, that the inclusion of this Amendment in 
current Mutual Security legislation will in fact be 
counter-productive and will not achieve its in- 
tended purpose. In addition, such inclusion will 
in our view have harmful repercussions on United 
States interests in a wide area of the Middle East 

As you know, a resolution similar to the Douglas 
Amendment was passed in the House of Repre- 
sentatives at an earlier date. Fully sympathetic 
with the objective intended, the Department made 
the text available to our Embassies and Consu- 
lates in countries which would be affected by 
the amendment. In a unanimous expression of 
opinion our field posts from Morocco to Iraq 
reported that the adoption of an amendment of 
this type would clearly not be in the interest of 
the United States, nor for that matter of Israel 

Our posts abroad emphasized their concurrence 
with the objective sought by this amendment 
They also stressed, however, that regardless of 
the effect which the amendment might have on 
the actual level of our assistance to the Middle 
Eastern states, the amendment would be widely 
interpreted as: a) demonstrating favoritism for 
the State of Israel— to the extent that it would 
render more difficult our efforts to bring about 
a relaxation of tensions between Israel and the 
Arab states; and b) an attempt to "tie strings" to 
our economic aid, and, by implication, to threaten 
the use of aid as an instrument of political 



"The Douglas amendment, adopted by a vote of 45 
to 25, reads as follows: 

N (f) It Is the sense of the Congress that inasmuch 
as— 

"(1) the United States favors freedom of navigation 
In international waterways and economic cooperation 
between nations; and 

••(2) the purposes of this Act are negated and the 
peace of the world is endangered when nations which 
receive assistance under this Act wage economic warfare 
against other nations assisted under this Act, including 
such procedures as boycotts, blockades, and the re- 
striction of the use of international waterways ; 
assistance under this Act and the Agricultural Trade 
Development and Assistance Act of 1054, as amended, 
shall be administered to give effect to these principles,

Although this letter is somewhat lengthy, I hope 
it will prove helpful to you in facilitating under- 
standing of these important questions.

Statement of Pomct 

May 6, 1960 

1. As a matter of settled policy, the United 
States supports the principle of freedom of the 
seas and free access to foreign ports and facilities. 
The Department has constantly sought to facili- 
tate the normal pursuit of international com- 
merce by vessels of United States registry. 

2. The United States Government has long and 
unequivocally maintained the principle that there 
should be freedom of transit through the Suez 
Canal for all nations. This policy has been pub- 
licly emphasized on numerous occasions, and was 
specifically reiterated by the Secretary of State 
during his address before the United Nations Gen- 
eral Assembly on September 17, 1959. 1 

3. The United States Government protests as 
a matter of policy discriminatory actions or prac- 
tices with respect to international trade which 
adversely affect United States firms, vessels and 
citizens. The Department will continue to pur- 
sue, by all appropriate and effective means, every 
avenue whereby private American interests in in- 
ternational trade may be fully safeguarded, and 
restored. 

4. With respect to Arab trade restrictions aris- 
ing out of the Arab-Israel conflict, the Department 
of State reemphasizes that our Government 
neither recognizes nor condones the Arab boycott, 
which includes the black-listing of United States 
flag vessels in part because of prior calls at Israeli 
ports. Every appropriate opportunity will be

which men are free to pursue their goals in 
peace. And I emphasize once again that, as we 
strive to build the kind of world in which Amer- 
ica believes, our adversaries are not all included 
in the single word "communism." They are dis- 
tress and privation as well, and also the despera- 
tion of peoples when they realize that, lacking out- 
side help, they struggle in vain to better their lives. 
Widespread chaos and misery cannot provide a 
world climate in which our free Republic can 
prosper and remain secure. There is for America 
no higher purpose or greater need than to meas- 
ure up to her world leadership responsibilities. 

I am keenly aware of the contention that, be- 
cause of an adverse balance of payments and be- 
cause of certain failures in administration, Amer- 
ica should curtail these mutual security efforts. 
We must, and do, strive for greater efficiency. 
Likewise, we do have a problem with balance of 
payments, but the way to meet this is by positive 
actions which expand exports. Neither difficulty 
can be met by withdrawing from our responsibili- 
ties for world leadership and from partnership in 
the protection of freedom. We need— in our own 
interests— greater human progress and economic 
growth throughout the world. We cannot achieve 
these by an assault either on mutual security or 
on liberal trade policies. 

I congratulate the Congress for its actions thus 
far on the funds for mutual security in the author- 
izing legislation, and I reaffirm the imperative 
necessity of providing the appropriations that the 
authorization would allow.

MESSAGE FROM PRESIDENT EISENHOWER 

As the NATO Ministerial Council convenes 
for its twenty-fifth session since NATO's found- 
ing I should like to recall its original purpose, 
to emphasize once more its continuing necessity, 
and to define anew its challenging tasks. 

Eleven years ago our nations joined in a solemn 
pact of interdependence. We recognized tiiat 
only by cooperating as free peoples, subjecting 
our individual preference to the common interest, 
could we ward off threatening danger. For the 
threat was real and immediate. > t 

For my own country, the decision to pin such 
a pact was epochal. We overcame our historic 
aversion to permanent alliances and, ^P?* 8 ^ 
facets, agreed to merge our destiny with that of 
other f ree and like-minded nations of the Atlantic 
area This decision has been ratified by the over- 
whelming approval of the American people of 
whatever party or political faith. It has grown 
into the strongest peace-time coalition in all his- 
tory. It has come to have a meaning for ite 
members far transcending the initial crisis which 

^Stwo^eeks, I shall meet at Pari* together 
with other Western leaders, with the Premier of 
" the USSR. * 
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We approach these Paris talks with a sincere 
desire to do all possible to reduce the tensions and 
dangers that now exist Yet we cannot reason- 
ably anticipate any quick or spectacular results. 
This meeting will be-one more in what may prove 
a long succession of diplomatic exchanges dealing 
with some of the most difficult problems of our 
era. These are not susceptible to early solution. 
We can, at best, hope to make some modest 
progress towards our goals. 

In this period of prolonged 
that all the NATO governments and their peoples 
will redouble efforts toward maintaining our 
strength, unity, and firmness of purpose. 

We can negotiate successfully only if we are 
resolute and united, and if that resolution ^ and 
unity are manifest to the Soviets. Any evidence 
of weakness or division among <>^l! M .^ n 
undermine our diplomacy and dimmish its 

effectiveness. 

If our negotiations with the Sovietedo not pros- 
per we will have even more reason to look to our 
combined NATO forces as our greatest insurance 
against aggression. 

If these negotiations do create some hope oi re- 
ducing the risk of hostility, our efforts to enhance 
NATO's material and moral strength and cohe- 
sion will be the more needed-in order to meet 
the challenge of intensifying competition with the 
Communists throughout the world. 

It is thus apparent today, even more than when 
our NATO treaty was signed, that our alliance is 
• responsive to vital and enduring needs-a perma- 
nent community of free peoples, menacing no one, 
concerting ite efforts only to advance the common 
good, evolving to deal ever more effectively with 
the problems and opportunities of the new decade. 

To meet these problems and opportunities, dec- 
retory Herter proposed at your Ministerial meet. 
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ing last December 1 that NATO engage in long- 
range planning for the 1960's. We are making in- 
tensive preparations for effective United States 
participation in this planning, as I trust that all 
of you are doing. To move toward our common 
"goals will demand the concerted planning and 
consecrated effort of all our nations. 

As one who has been closely associated with 
NATO since its beginning, I realize fully the dif- 
ferences of approach that are inevitable in any 
alliance of free nations. Yet our potential 
strength is the greater because we are free. To 
realize this fact, we have only to contrast our es- 
sentially trivial differences with the common stake 
and opportunities that we have in freedom. No 
dictatorship can hope to generate the power, both 
material and moral, which free peoples acting in 
unison can wield. 

To mobilize this power, we must dedicate our- 
selves anew to the task of uniting and strengthen- 
ing our NATO community so that it can effectively 
meet the challenges not only of the months but 
of the decades which lie ahead.

TEXT OF COMMUNIQUE 

Press release 243 dated May 4 

The North Atlantic Council held its spring min- 
isterial meeting in Istanbul from May 2nd-4th. 

The Council took stock of the situation on the 
eve of the Summit Meeting. The results of its 
exchange of views may be summarized as follows : 

(A) The Council welcomes the prospect of ne- 
gotiations with the Soviet Union, and hopes that 
they will lead to improved international relations. 
The unity of the Alliance is a condition of prog- 

• ress towards this end. 

(B) All members of the Alliance share the aim 

of general and complete disarmament, to be 
achieved by stages under effective international 
control, and support the proposals of the Western 
negotiators at Geneva to this end. These pro- 
posals in their view provide the best means of 
carrying out the United Nations Resolution of 
20th November, 1959 ; 1 they regret the unwilling-

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ness which the Soviet side has bo far shown to aia- 
cubs specific practical measures of disarmament. 

(C) While desiring a true international detente, 
the Atlantic Alliance cannot be satisfied with a 
formula of "peaceful coexistence" under cover 
of which attacks continue to be made on individual 
members of the Alliance. Detente, like peace, is 
indivisible. Thus, the efforts of Soviet propa- 
ganda to discredit the Federal Bepublic of Ger- - 
many and the governments of certain other NATO 
countries are inimical to the Alliance as a whole 
and inconsistent with a real improvement of inter- 
national relations. 

(D) The Council reaffirms the view that the 
solution of the problem of Germany can only be 
found in reunification on the basis of self- 
determination. It recalls its Declaration of 16th 
December, 1958, 8 and once again expresses its de- 
termination to protect the freedom of the people 
of West Berlin. 

The Council heard reports on the topics likely 
to be discussed at the Summit Meeting. After a 
full discussion, it expressed its entire agreement 
with the common positions of the United States, 
France and the United Kingdom as worked out 
in consultation with their Allies. It expressed 
its satisfaction with the system of continuous 
consultation between all members of the Alliance 
which has been developed. 

The Council also examined the Secretary Gen- 
eral's report on the working of the Alliance. It 
welcomed the progress accomplished in various 
fields and reaffirmed its determination to continue 
its efforts in the field of political and economic 
cooperation and solidarity which is so necessary 
for the maintenance of peace and defense of 
freedom. 

All members of the Council reaffirmed their 
faith in NATO and welcomed the emphasis given 
in President Eisenhower's message to the long- 
term planning of the Alliance.

We must con- 
tinue to build the collective strength of our de- 
fenses. This is the only sound course for us to 
follow. We have done so in the past I am con- 
fident we shall do so in the future. 



Statement at Conclusion of Meeting, May 4

I wish to express my deep gratitude for the 
hospitality extended by the Government of Tur- 
key and the courtesy shown us by the people of 
Istanbul. 

Ours has been a significant meeting. It has 
shown once again the extraordinary unity existing 
among the 15 free and independent members of 
NATO. I am heartened and encouraged by this 
fact 

I have benefited immeasurably from the advice 
freely and honestly given by our friends, particu- 
larly in regard to the summit meeting on May 16. 

The United States will go to that meeting fully 
aware that the process of resolving the many out- 
standing prpblems will J>e protracted. It will 
require much patience. It may well take many 
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forms.— It is_theiia^e_pai^ularly important 
that we in NATO not only maintain but improve^ 
our unity and the collective strength of our 
defenses. 

Both patience and determination on our part 
are not all that is required. The Soviet Govern- 
ment has to come to the realization that the deter* 
mination of free men to safeguard their freedom 
cannot be subdued. It must also understand that 
the people of the world want and deserve more 
than a struggle for domination under the guise 
of what they have chosen to call "peaceful coexist- 
ence."

I return from the Foreign Ministers Confer- 
ences of the Central Treaty Organization 
(CENTO) held in Tehran 4 and the North 
Atlantic Treaty Organization (NATO) held in 
Istanbul. On the return route 1 day was spent 
in Athens for fruitful discussions with Greek 
officials and a pleasant visit with Their Gracious 
Majesties the King and Queen of Greece. 

Both the NATO and CENTO conferences were 
eminently successful. They afforded opportuni- 
ties for thorough exchanges of views on specific 
problems and tasks relating to the alliances them- 
selves and on the international situation generally, 
with particular reference to the forthcoming sum* 
mit meeting in Paris. 

Marked unity was demonstrated at both con- 
ferences. All participants were determined to 
maintain strong defenses until the hoped-for day 
when general and complete disarmament and in- 
ternational arrangements for keeping the peace 
can be achieved. 

The CENTO and NATO conferences gave 
their approval to the Western approaches to the 
summit.

DEPARTMENT ANNOUNCEMENT 

On April 12, I960, the U.S. Government, 
through the American Embassy at Tehran, ex- 
changed notes with the Government of Iran in 
which the Government of the United States agreed 
not to invoke article VI of the United States-Iran 
Reciprocal Trade Agreement of 1943 1 with respect 
to the temporary imposition by Iran of commer- 
cial profits taxes on certain products on which Iran 
had given tariff concessions to the United States in 
the agreement The Government of Iran had re- 
quested U.S. agreement to these taxes because of 
Iran's balance-of-payments problem. The ex- 
change of notes covers a period not to exceed 6 
months immediately following the date of the ex- 
change. The original agreement was signed on 
April 8, 1943. 

Under the terms of the notes, the taxes in ques- 
tion shall not be imposed on products of the 
United States at rates higher than those at which 
they are imposed on products of any third coun- 
try. In no case shall the combined duty and com- 
mercial profits taxes exceed the ad valorem rate 
specified for the respective products in the notes.

STATEMENT BY PRESIDENT EISENHOWER 

White House press release dated May It 

I have made some notes from which I want to 
talk to you about this U-2 incident 

A full statement about this matter has been made 
by the State Department, 1 and there have been 
several statesmanlike remarks by leaders of both 
parties. 

For my part, I supplement what the Secretary 
of State has had to say with the following four 
main points. After that, I shall have nothing fur- 
ther to say — f or the simple reason I can think of 
nothing to add that might be useful at this time. 

First point is this: the need for intelligence* 
gathering activities. 

No one wants another Pearl Harbor. This 
means that we must have knowledge of military 
forces and preparations around the world, espe- 
cially those capable of massive surprise attack- 
Secrecy in the Soviet Union makes this essen- 
tial. In most of the world no large-scale attack 
could be prepared in secret. But in the Soviet 
Union there is a fetish of secrecy and concealment 
This is a major cause of international tension and 
uneasiness today. Our deterrent must never be 
placed in jeopardy. The safety of the whole free 
world demands this. 

As the Secretary of State pointed out in his re- 
cent statement, ever since the beginning of my ad- 
ministration I have issued directives to gather, in 
every feasible way, the information required to

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protect the United States and the free world 
against surprise attack and to enable them to make 
effective preparations for defense. 

My second point: the nature of intelligence- 
gathering activities. 

These have a special and secret character. They 
are, so to speak, "below the surface" activities. 

They are secret because they must circumvent 
measures designed by other countries to protect 
secrecy of military preparations. 

They are divorced from the regular, visible 
agencies of government, which stay clear of opera- 
tional involvement in specific detailed activities. 

These elements operate under broad directives 
to seek and gather intelligence short of the use of 
force, with operations supervised by responsible 
officials within this area of secret activities. 

We do not use our Army, Navy, or Air Force 
for this purpose, first, to avoid any possibility of 
the use of force in connection with these activities 
and, second, because our military forces, for ob- 
vious reasons, cannot be given latitude under 
broad directives but must be kept under strict con- 
trol in every detail 

These activities have their own rules and meth- . 
ods of concealment, which seek to mislead and 
obscure— just as in the Soviet allegations there 
are many discrepancies. For example, there is 
some reason to believe that the plane in question 
was not shot down at high altitude. The normal 
agencies of our Government are unaware of these 
specific activities or of the special efforts to con- 
ceal them. 

Third point : How should we view all of this 
activity? 

It is a distasteful but vital necessity. 

We prefer and work for a different kind of 
world— and a different way of obtaining the in- 
formation essential to confidence and effective de- 
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tarrence. ^Op^j^ic^bieB^Jn the day of present 
weapons, are the only answer. 

This was the reason for my open-skies proposal 
in 1955,* which I was ready instantly t6 put into 
effect^ to permit aerial observation over the United 
States and the Soviet Union which would assure 
that no surprise attack was being prepared against 
anyone. I shall bring up the open-skies proposal 
again at Paris, since it is a means of ending con- 
cealment and suspicion. 

My final point is that we must not be distracted 
from the real issues of the day by what is an in- 
cident or a symptom of the world situation today. 

This incident has been given great propaganda 
exploitation. The emphasis given to a flight of an 
unarmed, nonmilitary plane can only reflect a 
fetish of secrecy. 

JThe real issues are the ones we will be working 
on at the summit — disarmament, search for solu- 
tions affecting Germany and Berlin, and the whole 
range of East-West relations, including the reduc- 
tion of secrecy and suspicion. 

Frankly, I am hopeful that we may make prog- 
ress on these great issues. This is what we mean 
when we speak of "working for peace." 

And, as I remind you, I will have nothing 
further to say about this matter.

The United States Government, in the state- 
ment issued by the Department of State on May 
0, has fully stated its position with respect to this

In its note the Soviet Government has stated 
that the collection of intelligence about the Soviet 
Union by American aircraft is a "calculated pol- 
icy" of the United States. The United States 
Government does not deny that it has pursued 
such a policy for purely defensive purposes. 
What it emphatically does deny is that this policy 
has any aggressive intent, or that the unarmed 
U-2 flight of May 1 was undertaken in an effort 
to prejudice the success of the forthcoming meet- 
ing of the Heads of Government in Paris or to 
"return the state of American-Soviet relations to 
the worst times of the cold war", Indeed, it is the 
Soviet Government's treatment of this case which, 
if anything, may raise questions about its inten- 
tions in respect to these matters. 

For its part, the United States Government 
will participate in the Paris meeting on May 16 
prepared to cooperate to the fullest extent in seek- 
ing agreements designed to reduce tensions, in- 
cluding effective safeguards against surprise attack 
which would make unnecessary issues of this kind.

The Government of tbe Union of Soviet Socialist Re- 
publics considers it necessary to state tbe following to 
tbe Government of tbe United States of America : 

On May 1 of this year at 5 hours 86 minutes, Moscow 
time, a military aircraft violated tbe boundary of tbe 
Union of Soviet Socialist Republics and intruded across 
the borders of tbe Soviet Union for a distance of more 
than 2,000 kilometers. The Government of tbe Union 
of Soviet Socialist Republics naturally could not leave 
unpunished such a flagrant violation of Soviet state 
boundaries. When the intentions of tbe violating aircraft 
became apparent, It was shot down by Soviet rocket 
troops in tbe area of Sverdlovsk. 

Upon examination by experts of all data at tbe disposal 
of tbe Soviet side, it was lncontrovertibly established that 
tbe intruder aircraft belonged to tbe United States of 
America, was permanently based in Turkey and was

As Chairman of the U.S.SJL Council of Ministers N. B. 
Khrushchev made public on May 7 at the final session of 
tbe U.S.S.R. Supreme Soviet, exact data from the inves- 
tigation leave no doubts with respect to the purpose 
of tbe flight of the American aircraft which violated 
_tne U.S.S.R. border on May 1. Tnis aircraft was spe- 
cially equipped for reconnaissance and diversionary flight 
over the territory of the Soviet Union. It had on board 
apparatus for aerial photography for detecting the Soviet 
radar network and other special radio-technical equip- 
ment which form part of U.S.S.R. anti-aircraft defenses. 
At the disposal of the Soviet expert commission which 
carried out the investigation, there is indisputable proof 
of the espionage-reconnaissance mission of tbe American 
aircraft: films of Soviet defense and industrial establish- 
ments, a tape recording of signals of Soviet radar .stations 
and other data. 

Pilot Powers, about whose fate the Embassy of the 
United States of America inquired in its note of May 6/ 
is alive and, as indicated in the aforementioned speech 
of Chairman of the U.S.S.R. Council of Ministers N. S. 
Khrushchev, will be brought to account under the laws 
of the Soviet state. Tbe pilot has indicated that he 
did everything in full accordance with the assignment 
given him. On the flight map taken from him there was 
clearly and accurately marked the entire route he was 
assigned after takeoff from the city of Adana (Turkey) : 
Peshawar (Pakistan) -the Ural Sea-Sverdlovsk- Arch- 
angei-Murmansk, followed by a landing at the Norwegian 
airfield at Bade The pilot has also stated that he served 
in subunit number 10-10 which under cover of the 
National Aeronautics and Space Administration is en- 
gaged in high altitude military reconnaissance. 

This and other information revealed In speeches of 
the head of the Soviet Government completely refuted the 
U.S. State Department's concocted and hurriedly fabri- 
cated version, released May 5 in the official announcement 
for the press, to the effect that the aircraft was allegedly 
carrying out meteorological observations in the upper 
strata of the atmosphere along the Turkish-Soviet border. 

After tbe complete absurdity of the aforementioned ver- 
sion had been shown and it had been Incontrovertlbly 
proven that the American aircraft intruded across the 
borders of the Soviet Union for aggressive reconnaissance 
purposes, a new announcement was made by the U.S. 
State Department on May 7 which contained the forced 
admission that the aircraft was sent into the Soviet 
Union for military reconnaissance purposes and, by that 
very fact, it was admitted that the flight was pursuing 
aggressive purposes. 

In this way, after two days, the State Department al- 
ready had to deuy tbe version which obviously had been 
intended to mislead world public opinion as well as 
American public opinion itself. 

The State Department considered it appropriate to refer 
in its announcement to the "open skies" proposal made by 
the Government of the United States of America in 1955 
and to the refusal of the Soviet Government to accept this

proposal. Tea, the Soviet Government, like the govern- 
ments of many other states, refused to accept this proposal 
which was intended to throw open tbe doors of other na- 
tions to American reconnaissance. The activities of 
American aviation only confirm the correctness of the 
evaluation given to this proposal at the time by the Soviet 
Government 

Does this not mean that, with the refusal of a number 
of states to accept this proposal for "open skies", the 
United States of America is attempting arbitrarily to take 
upon itself the right "to open" a foreign sky? It is enough 
to put the question this way, for the complete groundless- 
ness of the aforementioned reference to the United States 
of America "open skies" proposal to become clear. 

It follows from the aforementioned May 7 announce- 
ment of the U.SJL State Department that the hostile acts 
of American aviation, which have taken place numerous 
times in relation to the Soviet Union, are not simply the 
result of activity of military commands of the United 
States of America in various areas but are tbe expression 
of a calculated U.S.A. policy. That which the Soviet Gov- 
ernment has repeatedly declared in its representations to 
the Government of the United States of America in con- 
nection with violations of U.S.S.R. national boundaries by 
American airplanes has been confirmed, namely, that these 
violations are premeditated. All this testifies that the 
Government of the United States of America, instead of 
taking measures to stop such actions by American avia- 
tion, the danger of which has more than once been pointed 
out by the Soviet Government, officially announces such 
actions as its national policy. 

Thus, the Government of the United States of America, 
in the first place, testifies to the fact that its answers to 
representations of the Soviet Government were only for 
the sake of form, behind which was concealed an effort 
to avoid the substance of the issue, and that all violations 
by American aircraft of the national boundaries of the 
Union of Soviet Socialist Republics represented actions 
conforming to U.S.A. policy. 

In the second place, and this is the main point, by sanc- 
tioning such actions of American aviation, the Govern- 
ment of the United States of America aggravates the sit- 
uation even more. 

One must ask, how is it possible to reconcile this with 
declarations on the part of leading figures of the United 
States of America, that the Government of the United 
States of America, like the Soviet Government, also strives 
for improvement of relations between the Union of 8oviet 
Socialist Republics and the United States of America, for 
relaxation of international tension, and strengthening of 
trust between states. Military intelligence activities of 
one nation by means of intrusion of its aircraft into the 
area of another country can hardly be called a method for 
improving relations and strengthening trust 

It is self-evident that the Soviet Government is com- 
pelled* under such circumstances, to give strict orders to 
its armed forces to take all necessary measures against 
violation of Soviet boundaries by foreign aviation. The 
Government of tbe Union of Soviet Socialist Republics re- 
gretfully states that, while it undertakes everything pos- 
sible for normalization and improvement of the interna- 
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tional situation, the Gorenuaeat of the United States of 
America follows a different path. It is Impossible to ex- 
dude the thought that, apparently, the two Governments 
view differently the necessity for improving relations be- 
tween our countries and for creation of a favorable ground 
for the success of the forthcoming summit meeting. 

The Soviet Government, as well as all of the Soviet peo- 
ple, considered that the personal meetings and discussions 
with the President of the United States of America and 
other American official figures which the Chairman of the 
Council of Ministers of the Union of Soviet Socialist Re- 
publics had during his visit in the United States of Amer- 
ica, made a good beginning in the cause of normalising 
Soviet- American relations and therefore the improvement 
of the entire international situation as well. However, 
the latest actions of American authorities apparently seek 
to return the state of American-Soviet relations to the 
worst times of the "cold war*' and to poison the interna- 
tional situation before the summit meeting. 

The Government of the Union of Soviet Socialist Re- 
publics cannot avoid pointing out that the State Depart- 
ment's statement, which is unprecedented in its cyni- 
cism, not only justifies provocative flights of aircraft of 
the armed forces of the United States of America but also 
acknowledges that such actions are "a normal phenome- 
non" and thus in fact states that in the future the United 
States intends to continue provocative invasions into the 
confines of the airspace of the Soviet Union for the pur- 
pose of intelligence 

Thus the Government of the Union of Soviet Socialist 
Republics concludes that the announcement of the State 
Department that the flight was carried out without the 
knowledge and jtermission of the Government of the 
United States of America does not correspond to reality, 
since in the very same announcement the necessity for 
carrying on intelligence activities against the Soviet Union 
is Justified This means that espionage activities of 
American aircraft are carried on with the sanction of the 
Government of the United States of America. 

The Government of the Soviet Union makes an em- 
phatic protest to the Government of the United States of 
America in connection with aggressive acts of American 
aviation and warns that, if similar provocations are re- 
peated, it will be obliged to take retaliatory measures, 
responsibility for the consequences of which will rest on 
the governments of states committing aggression against 
other countries. 

The Soviet Government would sincerely like to hope 
that the Government of the United States of America 
recognizes in the final analysis that the interests of pre- 
serving and strengthening peace among peoples including 
the interests of the American people itself, whose striving 
for peace was well demonstrated during the visit of the 
head of the Soviet Government, N. S. Khrushchev, to the 
United States of America, would be served by cessation 
of the aforementioned dangerous provocative activities 




with regard to the Union of Soviet Socialist Republish 
cessation of the "cold war," and by a search through^ 
Joint efforts with the Soviet Union and with other inter- 
ested states for solution of unsettled international prob- 
lems, on a mutually acceptable basis, which la awaited 
by all peoples. 



U.S. Rejects Cuban Charges 

Department Statement 

Frew release W dated May U 

Dr. Enrique Patterson, Cuban Charge d'Af- 
faires, was called to the Department of State this 
afternoon [May 14] and informed of the Depart- 
ment's astonishment at the claim made by Prime 
Minister Castro that a Cuban patrol boat "fired" 
on a U.S. submarine on the high seas and "chased 
it for 30 miles." The United States Government, 
in accordance with its desire not to add to the 
tensions in the Caribbean area, has previously 
made no reference to an incident in which the 
Commander of the submarine U.S.S. *Sea Poacher 
reported that while running on the surface on the 
high seas, and in a recognized and well-traveled 
sea lane, a Cuban patrol craft had apparently 
tried to signal him with red flares but that the 
message was unreadable. Neither the submarine 
commander nor this Government could take seri- 
ously what appeared to be a question of identifica- 
tion at sea and a failure of communications. 

The Department vigorously rejected the further 
repetition by Prime Minister Castro of charges 
and implications that the United States coun- 
tenances plans for aggression against the Govern- 
ment of Cuba and once again expressed regret 
that he should seek this course in view of the 
United States Government's oft-repeated desire to 
achieve a fair understanding between our two Gov- 
ernments through normal diplomatic negotiations, 
a desire also publicly voiced on various occasions 
by high officials of the Government of Cuba, 

The Department requested that an explanation 
be provided as to the reasons why an armed vessel 
of the Cuban Navy fired, without provocation, on 
the U.S.S. Sea Poacher while the latter was pur- 
suing a peaceful passage on the high seas.

The North American Reconnaissance Plane Destroyed by a Soviet 
Rocket. 

The provocative incursion of the North American military 
reconnaissance plane "Lockheed U-2' on the territory of the Soviet Union 
on May 1, 1960, has attracted the attention of the entire world opinion. 

The chief of the Soviet Government, N. S. KHRUSHCHEV, In 
his report to the recent session of the Supreme Soviet of the USSR \ 
and in other : addresses has unmasked in a convincing form this \ 
act of aggression perpetrated by the United States of America. \ 

The pamphlet which we offer to the readers contains the text \ 
of the conversation of N. S. KHRUSHCHEV with the Soviet and foreign 
journalists on May 11, 1960, in Moscow, as well as the photographic 
documents pertaining to the North American reconnaissance plane 
"Lockheed U-2" demolished by a Soviet rocket in the region of 
Sverdlovsk (Ural Mountains). 

Picture on page 2: 

The airplane "Lockheed U-2" after having been "hit** in the 
air by a Soviet rocket according to N. S. KHRUSHCHEV. This 
occurred at a height of 20, 700 meters in the region of Sverdlovsk 
(Ural Mountains), inside Soviet territory, at 8:55 on May 1. The 
"unreachablggpirate was demolished by the first Soviet rocket. The 
impact was/powerful that the remainders of the airplane were spread 
over a territory having a radius of 15 kilometers. In the picture: the 
accumulated remainders of the plane.

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On May ll t after the press conference convoked 4 by 
A. GRQMYKO, Minister of Foreign Relations of the USSR, the Soviet 
and foreign journalists were invited to view the exhibit of the remainders 
of the North American plane.

The journalists met at the exhibition N. S. -KHRUSHCHEV, who, 
after having examined them and conversed with the experts, was about 
to leave. The newspapermen surrounded N. S. KHRUSHCHEV and 
engaged him in a conversation. 

They showed satisfaction that an opportunity had been given them 
to see the remainders of the plane and the equipment and special apparatuses 
which it contained. 

N. S. KHRUSHCHEV stated: "I see that the press conference has 
left you satisfied. I am sure that you have received an answer to all the 
questions which were of interest to you. I have already told you that 
we have the intention of placing before the Security Council the problem 
of the aggressive penetration of a North American plane in our land. 
If the Security Council, upon which the United States of America will 
certainly exert pressure, will not adopt a just decision, we shall 
place the problem before the General Assembly of the UN. Such 
acts of aggression on the part of the United States of America are 
a sufficiently dangerous phenomenon. 

" The danger is increased by the fact that the Secretary of State, 
of the United States, Mr. HERTER, in his declaration of May 10, 
even ; justified the perpetrated aggression, without manifesting 
further that the Government of the United States would give up its 
intention of effecting subsequent flights of this nature. This is a 
direct threat to peace. We shall destroy these airplanes and deliver 
blows at the bases from which they come to our country. Can you 
understand that At such acts of aggression continue, it will lead us to 
war? 1 * 

Question: . "Can I ask one question,?" one of the correspondents 
asked N. S. KHRUSHCHEV.

Pictures on pages 4 and 5: 

We present to you the North American pilot — spy FRANCIS HARRY 
POWERS; full sized picture, taken in Moscow. He is 30 years old 
and married. Until 1956, in the period in which he served in the 
military Air Force of the United States of America as a First lieutenant, 
he received $700 per month. When he transferred to the Central 
Intelligence Agency of the Secret Service of the United States in 1956, 
F. H. POWERS began to earn 2,400 dollars per month. 

Picture: F. H. POWERS with his special equipment (oxygen. mask 
and hermetic clothing) destined for long flights in the stratosphere over 
foreign territory for the purpose of exploration. 

Question;; "You undoubtedly saw among the remainders of the 
airplane a sign which calls for aid to the pilot. What did the authors 
of this sign mean in your opinion?" 

N. S. KHRUSHCHEV: "We render aid to the pilot when he comes 
in his plane to our country and we assure him of due reception. But 
if other guests like this one come, whom we have not invited, we shall 
acknowledge them with the same 'hospitality, * We shall judge them 
and with severity as spies. " 

Question: "And what influence will all this have upon the S ummit 
Conference?" 

N. S. KHRUSHCHEV: " Let those think about it who sent 
the reconnaissance plane . They should have thought about the 
consequences before. Well, an aggression against our country has 
been committed. We shall destroy ail aggressors who raise their 
hands against us. You have seen the care with which the specialists 
of our rockets had demolished the plane; they shot it down without 
igniting itl The pilot remained alive and the apparatuses intact; in 
one word, the material evidence remained. This was a master 
performance of our military specialists. Therefore, we owe them 
special gratitude." ( Animation, applause) 

Question: "Will this plane incident influence Soviet public 
opinion when Mr. EISENHOWER visits Moscow?" 
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N. S. KHRUSHCHEV: "I would not like to be in the situation which 
has produced Itself for Mr. EISENHOWER. I would not want to receive 
the questions which he might be asked when he arrives in the Soviet Union. 
I can tell you one thing: Soviet people and our society are very, 
courteous; therefore, there will not be any excesses, but there will 
be plenty questions asked of the President. (Animation , laughter) 

"I would say that the President was aided in this respect particularly 
by one man: Mr. HERTER. 

"During his press conference, HERTER made a bandit* s 
declaration. He not only considered himself not culpable and ashamed 
of these acts of aggression, but he even justified them and stated 
that they would be continued in the future. Countries in a state of war 
cannot operate better; we are not at war with North America. These 
acts of aggression and the declaration of HERTER are an insolence, 
an insolence 1 

"HERTER' s declaration has made us doubt the correctness of 
our previous conclusions that the President and the North American 
Government had not been informed of these flights. The declaration 
made by HERTER precisely demonstrates that the reconnaissance 
plan had been ratified by the Government. Obviously, the North 
Americans had to make that kind of a statement because otherwise 
they would have had to place the responsibilities on ALLEN DULLES 
and DULLES, on his part, would have revealed the Government* 
saying that he had fulfilled a plan which was ratified by the Government 
and, consequently, sanctioned by the chief of the Government. I rest 
upon the declaration made by HERTER. 

"At other times, as I remember from my youth, many delinquents 
were roaming about who were not registered by the police and elements 
suspected of anything. Among the brigands it was the custom to proceed 
as follows: An honorable : man walks on a path and crosses a small 
bridge. Under the bridge was a bandit with a small child. Sent by 
the highwayman, the little child approaches the passer-by and says 
to him: "Sir, give me the watch!" He answers: "What's that? Get 
away from here I" The child replies: "What do you mean? The 
watch is mine."- At the height of the dispute, the armed bandit appears 
and says to the passer-by: "Why do you abuse the child? You had better 
give him his watch and get going!" (Laughter) 




"The United States of America cwants /live in accordance with 
that law. But we are no defenseless tramps. Our country is 
a strong and powerful state and can cope with them. /Well,. the . 
United States has not experienced real war on its territory and has 
not become acquainted with bombs, but if they desire to unleash war, 
we shall be forced to send them rockets and they will hit the land of 
the aggressor within the first minutes. (Applause) 

**I am saying this because I have read HERTER's declaration. 
He declared: 1 We shall be obliged to fly ; the Soviet Union Is to 
blame for our flights because it does not permit us access to its 
secrets, secrets which we must absolutely know. For this very 
reason we fly; the President has already stated that it was necessary 
to open the skies; we shall fly and continue flying, opening the skies. 1 

"How can the official representative of a state . speak in 
such a way with respect to another country 1 However, we do not 
live by the laws of the United States of America. We keep our own 
laws and, therefore, on our own territory we force all to respect 
our laws; those who violate them, we shall strike down. ( Applause) 

"I have enjoyed an article published in the Daily Worker in 
English the sense of which can be reduced to the following: Ho accept 
the philosophy which some people in North America want to implant 
into the conscience of society, would somewhat result in the following: 
A robber was caught who had violated the lock of building's floor; 
however, it became apparent that the guilty one was not the robber 
but the occupant of the floor who had it locked so that the robber 
should exert himself to break the lock and enter the floor. 

" But this is the philosophy of the robber, a bandit philosophy 1 

**I think that if in the socialist spheres of the world the whole 
seriousness of the situation would be correctly comprehended and 
a responsible attitude shown toward these acts of aggression, manifested 
by the United States of America; if all would unanimously condemn this 
act and the Government of the USA would refrain from using such 
methods with respect to other states, then it would refresh and 
oxygenate, soto speak, the relations between the states. 
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Picture on page 7; Scheme of the flight route of the North 
American exploration plane "Lockheed U-2" over the territory of 
the Soviet Union. On the left of the scheme the military American- 
Turkish aviation base of Adana (Turkey) Is marked from which F. H. 
POWERS, according to his statements, flew on April 27, 1960, 
toward the airport of Peshawar (Pakistan, lower part of the scheme)* 
Departing from her at dawn on May 1 and flying illegally over the 
territory of Afghanistan, the "Lockheed U-2" invaded the Soviet 
aerial space in the region of Stalinabad (capital of the Turkmen 
SSR, lower part of the scheme). Then the plane followed its route 
over Soviet territory through the regions located in the east of 
Tashkent (capital of the Uzbek SSR) Kzil-Orda (regional center of 
the Kazakh SSR), Chelyabinsk (industrial center south of the Ural 
Mountains) and approached Sverdlovsk (the most important industrial 
center in the central part of the Ural Mountains). Here, more than 
2, 000 kilometers from the point where Jtt crossed the frontier of the 
USSR, the pirate was demolished by a Soviet rocket (see center of 
scheme). 

Picture on page 8: Section of the flight map which F. H. POWERS 
carried. According to the marked route, he was to fly over the 
territory of the USSR, from Stalinabad to Murmansk and then land 
at the airport of Buda (in northern Norway). 

Picture on page 9: Of the pirate plane many things remain 
which are documentary evidence and definitely prove the character 
of espionage and exploration of the plane. This photograph shows 
the rear end of the demolished plane which normally shows the sign 
of the nationality. However, on the "Lockheed U-2" brought down in the 
region of Sverdlovsk, no emblem of any kind could be found to the 
rudder or stabilizers or on any pther part of the plane. 

Picture on page 10: Ordinarily, in the "Lockheed U-2" plane 
turboreactory motors, model J- 67 (PRATT and WHITNEY Company) 
are installed with a maximum traction power of 5, 000 kilograms. 
The plane demolished in the Ural Mountains carried a more powerful 
motor (model J-75-R-13, with a maximum traction power of 8, 000 
kilograms which permitted the pilot to reach great altitudes up to 
20,000 meters), In the picture: the motor of the plane which was 
shot down. 




Pictures on page 11: No, the "Lockheed U-2" was not an 
inoffensive plane destined, as it was alleged, for meteprolpgical 
explorations. Here we see a part of the panel of control with the 
characteristic inscription: electric alimentation for war purposes. 

The "Lockheed U-2" carried a patent radio apparatus. 

Picture on page 12: A table pertaining to the distribution 
of the channels of the radio stations of various countries (including 
Turkey, Italy, the Federal German Republic), attached to the radio, 
apparatus of the plane. The spy plane needed a tag net of radio 
communications.

KHRUSHCHEV (continues): "When I read the North American 
press, I noticed that, with the exception of the impudent bandits of the 
pen who justify this act, the great majority of those who write in the 
North American press, and among them persons long recognized for 
their scanty objectivity, are indignant about that fact and consider it 
treacherous with respect to the Soviet Union. This is a good symptom. 
If you, as journalists, Inform society correctly about this incident 
as any other one, it will be "digested" in the long run. Above all, we 
must live in peace, but not only in peace, but also in friendship, 
gentlemen.' 1 (Applause). 

Question: "Can we be optimistic with respect to the policy 
of the United States?" 

N. S. KHRUSHCHEV: "I include myself among the incorrigible 
optimists. I do not consider the provocative flight of the North American 
reconnaissance plane over our land a preparation of war, but 
a calculation. 'They have sounded us out* and we have delivered a blow 
on the noses of the people ' who sounded us out. ' Some personalities 
in the United States are arming recklessly. It does not matter how 
recklessly! The Soviet Union is not Guatemala. They cannot order 
troops to our country. We have means which will calm the bandits 
very muc£if they want to apply their insolent recourses with respect 
to us. If they work in that manner they will receive the necessary 
tranquilizers."

Question: "Mr. KHRUSHCHEV, has the estimation of President 
EISENHOWER changed which you expressed at your return from the 
United States 7" 

N. S. KHRUSHCHEV: "You see, the declaration of the 
Department of State of the United States concerning the reconnaissance 
plane has modified, of course, my idea about the noncomplicity of the 
President of the United States in this matter. I did not know that in 
the United States an espionage plan was being elaborated which included 
reconnaissance flights over the territory of the Soviet Union. The 
declaration of the Department of State of the United States, approved 
by the President, has made it clear that the flight of the North American 
reconnaissance plane over our country is not a caprice of some irresponsible 
official, but the realization of a plan elaborated by ALLEN DULLES, 
Chief of the Central Intelligence Agency; that is to say, of a department 
which is under the auspices of the President of the United States. 

"Mr. HERTER has recognized that the President of the United 
States gave instructions to gather various information by any means. 
Concerning the basis of these instructions, programs were planned and 
applied which, according to HERTER, Included ample observations 
from the air by planes and by incursion. I ask you to pay attention 
to: by incursion. It means the flight of reconnaissance, espionage, 
over the territory of a state with which normal relations are maintained. 
This plan was approved by the President. An inconceivable thing! 
And then I was supposed to say: 'How good you are!' To do this 
would be a lack of self-respect. I would say that Mr. HERTER has removed 
all the veils and also all the colors which, so to speak, masked and 
adorned, serving as a cover for the policy of the imperialists of 
the United States. By his intervention, he has taught 
a lesson to the ferocious jaws of militarism trying to frighten us. And 
what has occurred? The result has been that this aspect did not cause 
any fright. Such acts of the militarists of the United States 
are not caused by the heroism of their instigators, but by their 
cowardice. Not that person is dangerous who dominates his nerves, 
relies upon his energies and possibilities, but the coward. 

"I have read frequently that KHRUSHCHEV assures that capitalism 
will succumb. Would that not be a reason for making reconnaissance 
flights over the territory of the Soviet Union ? However, I have not said 
so, but MARX established that a century ago. (Animation, applause) 
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"If the capitalists believe that MARX was not right, this should 
pacify them. Why get nervous or afraid 7" 

Question: n Were the authorities of Turkey, Pakistan and 
Norway informed about the provocative flight of the North American 
plane?" 

N. S. KHRUSHCHEV: "It is difficult for me to speak for 
these governments; however, I admit that they were unaware of it. 
The North Americans did not inform them. Certainly they do not 
permit the Prime Minister of the countries on whose territories the 
North American bases are located, to enter them. (Animation) 

"The guilt of Turkey, Pakistan and other states consists of 
having joined aggressive blocs. The people say in these cases that 
man sells his soul to the devil; while he has not sold it he can dispose 
of his own person, and it is the devil who possesses the soul. This 
occurs with Turkey, Pakistan and Norway. (Animation) 

**I advised you, you foreign journalists, not to sell your soul 
to the devil (laughter) but to guard it. It would be better to dedicate 
your activities to the progress of society. The communist ideals mark 
the most progressive and most accurate direction in the development of 
society. The better North Americans, such as JOHN REED, author of 
the book 'Ten Days Which Shook the World,* comprehended the grandiose 
signification of these ideals. JOHN REED was very intelligent. It 
is known that he was not born a communist and that he came to 
communism during the October Revolution and died as a communist. 

"Some of you are accustomed to write against communism due 
to ignorance or lack of comprehension. May God pardon that! (Animation, 
applause) 

"When I read the calumnies of the bourgeois journalists against 
Soviet reality, against communism, I am enraged at times; however, 
after reflecting upon it, I say to myself that it is evident that not all 
journalists are like JOHN REED. It is evident that they are simple men, 
contracted for publishers like, for instance, HEARST, who, as the spider, 
catches them in his net. If such a journalist would not write against 
communism, cursed be the harm which they would do to HEARST or any 
other publishing syndicate. HEARST would not leave such a journalist one 
single day in his editorial office. 



"X have talked with HEARST two times. During the second 
conversation I asked him: 'How is it that you told me one thing and 
wrote another?* He answered: 'Perhaps I expounded the conversation 
erroneously. * It is necessary to give honor to the truth; he expounded 
the essence of the conversation in a more or less correct form, but 
published some commentaries about it in which its entire meaning was 
boggled. When I told him this, he replied: lama capitalist and 
make my comments.' (Animation among those present) It is certain 
that he is a capitalist, but the majority of you are not and will never be. 
Why, then, serve capitalism? Why be its lackeys? (Applause) lam 
convinced that all roads lead to communism. What more can you ask? 

"This is exactly what the North American imperialists 
fear. Therefore, they are nervous and become engaged in indiscreet 
adventures. This shows that they are not sure of their system. The 
Department of State of the United States declared: *A11 countries are 
dedicated to espionage.' However, the Soviet Union has never sent 
planes to the United States or to other countries for the purpose of 
reconnaissance. If isolated cases happened that our planes violated 
involuntarily the aerial space of other countries (this happened on the 
frontiers with Turkey and Iran), we would excuse ourselves before 
these countries and place the responsibility on those who cause such 
infractions. 

"We wish to advise those who intend to send spies to our 
country to think of the consequences. 1 ' 

Picture on page 14 : 

Photographic apparatus with which the pilot-spy of the USA, 
POWERS, could photograph Soviet military aerodromes, industrial 
enterprises and cities along the entire flight route from a height of 
20, 000 m. The load of the fi/m was calculated for photography of 
3, 500 kilometers of the itinerary. Seven lenses placed in the fuselage 
permit, displacing the photographic apparatus, to photograph a wide 
area of land.

Is it possible that F. H. POWERS by focusing his photo-

Question: "Do you still desire that President EISENHOWER 
come to the Soviet Union?" 

N. S. KHRUSHCHEV: "What shall I answer? Put yourself 
in my place and reply for me. (Laughter) You see the arising difficulties 
yourselves. I am talking to you sincerely. You know my attitude toward 
the President of the United States; I have talked about it repeatedly. 
However, my hopes have been partly disappointed. I am a human being 
and have human sentiments and I am responsible for the guidance of the 
Soviet Government. You understand that we, the Russians, the Soviets, 
have open minds; if we enjoy ourselves we do it completely; if we 
persevere, likewise. How can I invite him now to our people? When 
they would come out to greet the honored guest they would say to me: 
'Have you gone crazy? What honored guest is that one who approves the 
flight of a plane for espionage purposes?* The North American 
militarists, by sending us a plane with an espionage mission, have placed 
me who is responsible for the preparations for the arrival of the President 
of the United States in the USSR, in a very embarrassing position. 
Speaking frankly, I believe that even the President of the United States 
will understand that. 

"Let us suppose that before my visit to the United States 
we had sent a plane in the same manner and they had destroyed itmere. 
Can you imagine how the North Americans would have received me? 
They would have received me, as the saying goes, according to my merits. 
I believe that all will understand that. 

"However, who can guarantee that during the visit of the 
President no excesses would occur. Our people are cordial, give vent 
to their feelings, permit what the government puts into action, and 
do not permit any offensive act. I believe that the journalists and 
North American tourists are now aware of the discretion and discipline 
of the Soviets. I have not heard anyone say anything offensive to a 
North American. This deserves praise. It shows the power of the 
spirit of our people. " 

Question: "Is it possible that the problem of the plane 
. will be an object of study during the Summit Conference?" 

N. S. KHRUSHCHEV: "This is already the subject of 
discussion throughout the world. Therefore, I consider it unnecessary 
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to include this question in the agenda of the conference/ Let us consider 
that I am the only representative of the socialist countries. On the other 
hand, the Western countries have three representatives. However, I do 
not believe that two out of three will approve of this warlike act of 
aggression of the North American military camarilla. 

"Of course, you are interested in knowing when I plan 
to fly to Paris. I intend to arrive in Paris on May 14; one or two days 
before the beginning of the conference, in order to familiarize myself 
a little. Paris has pleased me. It is a fine city. (Animation) Therefore, 
if others do not arrive - 1 say this because some people have threatened 
that the conference shall not take place - it will be clear to all that the 
failure was not our fault. We shall go to Paris! And if the conference 
will not take place? Well, what is there to do? We have lived so many 
years without it; we shall live another hundred years. (Laughter, applause) 

"Not only our country is interested in the conference but 
the entire world. The peoples of the whole world hope for the mitigation 
of the international tension and normalization of the relations between 
the states. I believe that our colleagues, participating in the conference, 
are just as much interested in the conference as the Soviet Union. 
Therefore, the conference will depend upon the Western colleagues. 
We are ready. I repeat that I intend to leave by plane on Saturday, 
May 14. 

"Some diplomats are annoyed with me, saying that 
KHRUSHCHEV permitted himself excessively violent expressions. 
I would like to see their reaction if a similar act of aggression had 
been committed against their countries. What should I do, take off 
my hat and salute this invasion? It was an assault of bandits and robbers. 
(Applause) 

"Did you see here the apparatuses for the taking of samples 
of the air?" (Laughter) "How do the authors of that version look now 
after they have been unmasked? It is true that we recognize the eyes 
of the imperialists. As the saying goes, their eyes emit fire, but they 
insist that it is the 'sprinkling of God. * (Laughter, applause) 

« 

"You see now that I did not say everything intentionally 
during the session of the Supreme Soviet because we know with whom 
we deal. At first, we did not say that the pilot was alive; that the 
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apparatuses were intact and the plane did not explode. They thought 
that the pilot had committed suicide. And now it is known that he is 
alive and the North American press censures him very severely lor 
having violated the instructions; instead of committing suicide, he gave 
himself up. In the United States are people who say the pilot should be 
tried for having not complied with the instructions to commit suicide. 
They are barbaric reasonings. There you have the ideology of 
imperialism. You North Americans, do you read your newspapers? 
It is rather horrible." 

Question: "Did the North American Charge d r Affaires 
direct to you a request for an interview with POWERS?* 

N. S. KHRUSHCHEV: "The North Americans sent a note 
concerning this matter, asking us for permission to interview him. 
But they understand that it is too much to ask. The pilot is subject to 
interrogation. He is a spy. How can people talk about interviewing 
him now? He has to answer before our Soviet court. " 



Question: "Does this mean that neither the Ambassador 
nor the Charge d f Affaires will be permitted to interview POWERS?" 

N. S. KHRUSHCHEV: "I have not said that. We shall 
decide about it. Perhaps they will talk to him; perhaps, not. I cannot 
answer this question at this point because the interrogation continues. " 

Question: "Will you consider as acts of aggression the 
airplane flights of the Western powers to Berlin after the signing of 
the peace treaty with East Germany?" 

N. S. KHRUSHCHEV: "We have already made a declaration 
concerning this. I repeat: After the signing of the peace treaty with 
the German Democratic Republic, the status, determined by the 
conditions which arose from the military capitulation, will change with 
respect to this territory. At that moment the occupation of West Berlin 
will be concluded and terminate the access to West Berlin based on the 
capitulation of Germany. The German Democratic Republic will control 
its territory entirely and likewise the access to West Berlin, situated 
. in the same. If the German Democratic Republic comes to an agreement 
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with the interested countries and permits them to use the aerial space, 
the rivers, the railroads and highways, it will not concern us, but the 
German Democratic Republic. It is its sovereign right. 

"There are people who say that the Western powers will 
open the passage to West Berlin by force. I want to state: If anyone 
intends to force passage, our military units, located in the German 
Democratic Republic in order to safeguard peace, will use force against 
the violators of peace and the hotheads of the West may think of the 
consequences of such action for them." 

Question: "Considering the case of the plane and your 
attitude toward President EISENHOWER, would you not prefer that the 
visit of EISENHOWE R be deferred?" 

N. S. KHRUSHCHEV: "I shall exchange opinions concerning 
this particular subject with the President when we meet in Paris. As 
before, we are trying to find ways for an improvement of the relations 
with North America. We shall maintain normal relations with the 
United States and we trust that in time the Soviet-North American relations 
will be transformed into friendly relations with the peoples of our countries. 
This would be normal and all normal people aspire and will aspire to 
attain this. 

"Are there other questions?" 

"No, thanks. " (Great applause) 

N. 6. KHRUSHCHEV: "Finally, I want to tell you the 
following. With those who invade the territory of our country, violating 
our sovereignty, we shall deal severely. But we want to live in peace 
and friendship with all peoples. Understand our situation, gentlemen, 
when we censure with indignation such aggressive acts. However, we 
shall look at things prudently and we understand well that the polemic, 
even the most violent one, is better than war. Therefore, we shall 
do everything to 'digest' the present aggravation. We shall do everything 
to normalize the international situation and to re-establish the good . 

relations with the USA, provided that the United States also cooperates 
In this respect. 

'This I want you to keep in mind: Do hot write anything which 
might lead to a greater aggravation and heightening of the matter. 




You should see things that way, too! There Is not any doubt that you 
will suffer in case of war. (Applause) War does not bring happiness 
to anyone. 

"During the past days I read many speeches of Senators, 
Representatives and North American businessmen and consider it a 
good symptom that many of them condemn the methods of their Government. 
I consider it a good symptom that the people do not lose their heads and 
not all explain the affair as HERTER did. " 

Question: "What do you wish the French people on the 
occasion of your trip to Paris?" 

N. 8. KHRUSHCHEV: '1 do not wish to put one people against 
the other; the French people received me hospitably and likewise the 
North American people. I was in France more recently and my memories 
are fresher. I am particularly satisfied; not only with the reception 
given me by the French people, but also with the conversations with 
President DE. GAULLE. It is up to the people to say that they want 
peace. The Government declares the wars and the peoples are the 
ones who have to shed their blood. Therefore, all want peace. Also 
the French people desire it. We are fighting with France against 
militaristic Germany. If war breaks out, and this can be caused by 
West Germany, the Frenchmen know that they have had a good ally in 
the past: the Soviet Union. This ally can be very useful again. However, 
the main thing is that we prevent war jointly and ally ourselves in the 
struggle for peace. 

f 1 believe that the time has come to conclude this press 
conference. Permit me to thank you, esteemed comrades and gentlemen, 
and good-bye. Fight for the truth, for the noble cause of peace and 
then you will gain the respect of your peoples. (Strong applause. 
Voices: "Thanks!")

An identity certificate number AF x,20B,O63 carries the insigxia of the * 
United States - »fehse Department with -the inscription J»I)epartment_of Defense, 
the United States of America* 11 (Valuae 1* page 99$ volume 6, page 11. ) 

Asked whether the possession of such a certificate indicated that he was 
employed as a United States Air Force pilot, Powers replied: *It means that 
I served in the United States Air Force as a civilian. 0 (Volume 3, page 180.) 

Asked further how the institution in which he worked should be regarded-* 
as military or civil— Powers said: "This is a kind of combination of civilian 
and military service, all this is covered and ciphered toy the name of "detach- 
ment 10-10.* (Volume 2, page 2.) 

Powers testified that approximately in April I960 the Chief of Staff of 
the United States Air Force General Thomas D. White visited the Incirlik air* 
base with the special purpose of inspecting the "10-10" detachment. (Volume 
3~, pages 92, 93.) . ^ ^j^^'.^^, vV&-;r : v .i • - - . , .- 

Asked who else of the military, besides General white, t»d Visited the 
incirlik base, Powers said that during his stay at the Incirlik base it was 
visited on two occasions by General Everest, the Commander-in-Chief of the 
United States Airforce in Europe, and by other American generals. (Volume h 9 
pages 28, 211.) 

It has thus been established that the "Lockheed U-2" plane shot down on 
llay 1st, I960 belonged to the United States Airforce. 

The criminal breach by the United States Government of the universally 
recognized standards of international law represents one of the elements of 
the aggressive foreign policy pursued by the United States Government. Tftia 
aggressive policy was repeatedly formulated by United States leaders, in par- 
ticular by former Secretary of State of the United States John Foster Dulles 
as "from positions of strength policy,' 1 "deterrent policy* 1 and "the policy of 
balancing on the brink of war." 

As late as July 1959, the United States Vice President Nixon in an article 
published by Life magazine again highly praised the so-called "policy of balanc- 
ing on the brinF of war" and declared that this policy remained one .of the su- 
preme principles of the United States of America. 

As is known, this policy was manifested in the conclusion under the United 
States aegis of aggressive pacts and alliances in nearly all parts of the world, 
in the arms race, In the establishment of a net of military bases around the 
borders of the Soviet Union and other socialist countries as well as in other 
aggressive actions endangering universal, peace and security* Expressions of 
the same policy were the systematic intrusions of aircraft of the United States 
Air Force into the limits of the Soviot Union, including the aggressive in- 
trusion ty an American "Lockheed U-2" military aircraft on Hay 1st, I960. 

The reckless actions of the united States Government have brought about 
the breakdown of the Summit Meeting in Paris; and complicated the international 
situation* ^ 

The United States Government has drain into the realization of its aggres- 
sive policy a number of states bordering on the Soviet Union, which have lent 
their territories for American military bases and consequently are accomplices 
in the aggressive actions against the USSR* * 

It has been established by the investigation that the intrusion of the 
American "Lockheed U-2" aircraft on May 1st could not have taken place without 
the use of military air bases on territories of states lying close to the 
Soviet Union, specifically of Turkey, Pakistan and Norway in view of the fact 
that the pvrfrcwn range of the "Lockheed U-2" aircraft being what it is, it 
could not operate from the United States territory. 

It has been established that the reconnaissance "10-10* detachment in which 
Powers served was based on the American-Turkish Incirlik airbase. The unit was 
under the command of Colonel Shelton of the United States Air Force. The 
"Lockheed U-2" plane in which the aggressive intrusion into the boundaries of 
te Soviet Union was carried out on Hay 1st of the current year, was flown from 
ie Incirlik base to the Peshawar military airbase in Pakistan, from which it 
.ew to the Soviet Union* This involved a breach of the sovereignty of Afghan- 
itan over the territory of which the afore-mentioned plane flew unlawfully, 
.tfaout the knowledge of Afghan authorities* 
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, Asked what reserve aarfieldc were indicated to him for Me Kay 1st flight 

Poner8 said: "As reserve^ airfields -I^otOd-use^ai^-sJjtfield ^ 
tan and Iran." (Volume 3, pea® W«) 

It has also been established that according to his assignment after ending 
his flight, PoKers «s to land on the Bodde military airbase in Norway which 
had bean already used by the "lO-lO* intelligence detachment on previous 
occasions. 

These circumstances have been established by the testimony given by Powers, 
his flight map and other evidence (Volume 2, pages 9, 25, 1B0, 196-198, 30hi 
volume 6, page 2£). 

Instructions given to Powers envisaged the possibility of a breach of 
sovereignly of other states as .»U. On this question defendant Powers testi- 
fied.* "In case of a shortage of fuel to fly to Murmansk along the planned 
A--^i*oute, I could turn to the left before reaching Kandalaksha and fly via Finland 
^^|fcb Bodde, Morway.»(Voluae^ t ^e 3^L.) ^ ; ^ 

The instruction given to Powers envisaged the possibility of landing, if 
need be, on airfields in Finland or Svreden. This is what Powers testified on 
this matter t 

"The word 'Sodanliyla' written along the green line (the line on the flight 
map) means that I could land at Sodankyla airfield (Finland). However, Colonel 
Shelton has warned me that this airfield is bad and that I may use it only in 
case of emergency since in any way it is better than to land somewhere on 
Soviet territory. He also said that it is best of all to land in Sweden or 
Hortay, the latter being more desirable. 11 (Volume 2, page 271.) 

This testimony given by Powers is confirmed by the marks found on his 
flight map. (Volume 6, page 2$.) 

Thus the investigation of the present case once more confirmed the fact 
that American military bases established on the territories of certain foreign 
states constitute a danger to peace and to the security of nations. 

For the realization of their aggressive policy of espionage against the 
Soviet Union, the government and the military conLnand of the United States for 
a number of years have been selecting and training the necessary personnel. 
It ras for tliis purpose that the defendant in this case, Francis Gary Powers, 
was recruited. 

During the investigation Powers testified that in 1950 he volunteered for 
the United States Air Force, underwent training at an airf orce school in Green- 
ville, Mississippi and later on at an airbase outside Pwoenix, Arizona. After 
graduation he had served as a pilot at various United States military airbases 
tdth the rank of first lieutenant. (Volume 3, pages 109-H3; volume I4, pages 

In April 1956, Po\.ws was recruited by the United States Central Intelli,- 
gence Agency to fly special reconnaissance missions on specially equipped high- 
altitude aircraft. (Volume 2, pages 36-92, 103, 176; volume h, pages WJ-ltfO 

When Poirers was recruited, the tasks he was to perform ware explained to 
-*r%taa* in this connection Powers testified: "They said that my main job would 
■ be flying the aircraft along the USSR borders to pick up any information I 

could about radar and radios tations and any other information that could be 

picked up. They also said that there might be ether duties in the future if 
everything went well." (Volume k, page 1*7.) 

After that he signed a secret contract with the Central Intelligence 
Agency of the United States headed by Allen Dulles and pledged in writing to 
keep this cooperation secret. Powers was warned that for violating his pledge 
and divulging information about the activities of the American Intelligence 
Service he is liable po be punished by criminal lav by ten years in jail or 
fined 00,000, or both. (Volume 2, pa S es 92, 103-10U.) 

Indeed Chapter 37 on "Espionage and Censorship 11 of the United States legal 
Code contains Clause 793 which stipulates such punishment for offenses speci- 
fied above. 





Powers testified that for the fulfillment of eapionage assignments of 
American Intelligence Service he was given a monthly pay of §2,500, althi 
when he served in the United States Air Force he was paid v700. a mon^ 
(Volume 2, pages 2, 91.) 
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Powers c*refully*€onplied with all these insteucta-As • Powers took off 
la his "Lockheed 0-2" plane from Peshawar airport, climbed to an altitude of 
20,000 meters, flew over the territory of Afghanistan, intruded in the airspace 

of the Soviet Onion for more than r 2,000 kUometers~from the frontier • Ihe__ 

navigation instruments and the special equipment functioned faultlessly during 
the flight. 

Throughout the flight Powers felt normal and plotted intelligence data 
on his flight nap. In the area of Sverdlovsk Powers 1 plane was shot down by 
the Soviet rocket troops. (Volume 2, pages U, 9, 28, 37-39, 179-181, 196, 199, 
239-2W, 251^260, 268-271, 273, 27lt$ volume 3, pages 20-23, 60, 61, 032-131*, 
11*2-11*5; volume 6, page 25.) 

Asked about the circumstances under which the plane he piloted was shot 
down, Powers testified: .quite unexpectedly I heard a kind of hollow ex- 
plosion and saw an orange flash. The plane suddenly pitched down and, I think, 
its wings and tail started falling off. Perhaps the plane was not hit directly 
jand the explosion took place near the plane and it was hit by the burst and 
"fragments. ..I think it happened at the altitude of some 66,000 feet... I was 
?*hot down some 25-30 miles south or southeast of Sverdlovsk, at that moment 
I was keeping to the route indicated on my chart rather accurately... when the 
plane began to fall down I was pressed to the central panel and could not use 
the catapult. I opened the canopy, unfastened the straps and got out from the 
plane through the top. The parachute opened automatically. * (Volume 2, page 
182; volume k 9 pages 256-257*) 

The testimony of the accused, material evidence and expert conclusions 
have shotm that the plane piloted by Powers was equipped with a special blast- 
ing device permitting the pilot to blow it up in case of a forced landing in 
Soviet territory. Moreover, there was a blasting machine in the* tape recorder 
designed for registering the signals of Soviet radar stations. (Volume 1, page 
228; volume 2, pages 2Q9-210; volume 5, pages 30, 814-91*) 

Powers was provided with a special pin with lethal poison from the curare 
group. This pin was given to him, as Powers declared, to commit suicide in 
case he was tortured. (Volume 1, page 37i volume 2, pages 10, 93; volume 5, 
pages 261-262.) 

All these plans and the carefully thought-out measures of precaution were 
intended to avoid the exposure of the United States ruling quarters 1 aggressive 
policy and to deceive world public opinion. 

Besides the poisoned pin, Powers was provided with: a noiseless pistol 
and cartridges, a dagger, a pneumatic rubber boat, a set of topographical maps 
of the European part of the USSR and the adjoining countries, means for kindling 
a fire, signal cartridges, an electric torchlight, compasses, a saw, fishing 
tackle and other implements and things, as well as 7,500 Soviet rubles and 
valuables (cold coins, rin^s, wrist watches) which, as Pollers testified, were 
given to him by Colonel Shelton then he boarded the plane and were designed to 
bribe Soviet people in case of a forced landing in Soviet territory. 

All this equipment was taken from Powers after he was detained. (Volume 1, 
pages 21-22, 3t-ul, 67-72, 81-83, 161-188; volume 2, pages U6-U8, 219-220; 
volume 3, pages 21*1-250, 257-261*; volume h, pages 1-7, 16-21.) 

Witnesses V.P. Surin, a driver, A.F. Cheremisin, a worker, L.A. Chuzhakin, 
a driver, P.S. Asabin, an invalid, and many others vho witnessed how the "Lock- 
heed U-2" plane was hit by a rocket in the area of Sverdlovsk and who 4e 
pilot Powers when he parachuted down, have testified to the following! 

V.P. Surin— »0n Kay 1st, I960, approximately at 11 A.M. local time, when 
I was at home in my apartment, I heard a sharp noise resembling that of a jet 
plane, but much shriller. This got me interested and I ran into the street to 
find out what was up. Then I heard an explosion and also saw.. .a column of 
dust... 

At the same time I sighted a cloud of smoke in the sky and a white object 
which was coming down. I followed it with my eyes and when it came lower I saw 
it to be a descending parachutist, when all this was happening driver Leonid 
Chuzhakin, whom I know from my work, pulled up next to me in his car..,ttien he 
got out of the ear I pointed to the descending parachutist and we started watch- 
ing where he would land. Some time later we saw that he was landing. ..on the 
shore of a rivulet near the high voltage line. Chuzhakin invited me into his 
car and we drove to the place where the parachutist landed. Some 50 meters 
from there, Chuzhakin stopped the car and we ran to the spot where the parachut- 
ist came down.* (Volume h, pages 328, 329.) 
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chutist said something la a language we did not understand, we asked him who - 
he was, but be gave no reply. Then we saw that he was a foreigner* This pat 
us an the alert and then Cher ends In took away the longbarreled pistol in a 
leather oase that was hanging from his belt. We asked him by gestures whether 
he was alone. He replied also by gestures that he vaa« Seeing that the para- 
chutist was a foreigner we decided to detain him;* (Volume U$ paces 399 and 
dbOO.) ^ • — ■ 

P.S. Asabin~*The parachutist fell While landing. To prevent him from be- 
ing dragged by the parachute on the ground 1 held him and helped him to spill 
the air from the parachute, since I am acquainted with this having served in 
the alrforce in t;ie past* Meanwhile my acquaintances Anatoli Cheremiein, 
Leonid Chuzhakin and Vladimir Surin came running up and helped the parachutist 
to get on his feet. I helped him to remove the parachute, while Cher ends in, 
4toshakin and Surin removed the helmet with the earphones and the gloves* 

i^>-*Hben the helmet vith ^ earphones iw removed the parachutist said 
something in a language we could not understand, we asked him who he was and 
what happened but he gave no reply and only shook his head* We understood that 
he was a foreigner and decided to detain him." (Volume 1», pages 3h9 t 350.) 



A.F. Cheremisin-- "Supporting the detained parachutist by the arms Asabin 
and I led him to the passenger car standing close by in which Chuzhakin and 
Surin had arrived. Uhile putting him Into the car Asabin saw that the para- 
chutist had a hunting knife and took it away. 11 (Volume U, page 367.) 

The inspection of the remnants of the domed plane showed that the parts 
and the instrumentation of the plane were seriously damaged when the plane 
was hit in the air and when it collided with the earth. Parts of the plane 
were scattered over an area of about 20 square kilometers. (Volume 1, pages 
1*7-59, 227.) 

Defendant Powers, when shown the parts of the downed plane and asked what 
plane it was, replied: "It Is a 'Lockheed U-2» plane in a very damaged con- 
dition." 

when asked if it was the plane in which he flew over the territory of the 
Soviet Union on May 1st, I960, Powers replied: "To my mind this is the same 
plane which I piloted on May 1st, I960. In order to tell more exactly I must 
see the pilot's cockpit if it still exists..." 

After that defendant Powers was shown the preserved part of the pilot's 
cabin. When asked "Are you familiar with this part of the plane?" he replied: 
"Tes, it is familiar to me* It is a canopy of the pilot's cockpit. J am sure 
this is the canopy of the cockpit of my plane..." (Volume 3, page 158-160.) 

The experts who inspected the remnants of the downed plane concluded that 
it was a subsonic one-seater reconnaissance plane of the "U-2" type of the 
American firm "Lockheed" with a single turbojet engine. The plane has no na- 
tional identification marks. It carried apparatuses for photographic and radio 
V' technical reconnaissance including a two-lens e aorophoto camera with a focal

were made by the firms "Hamilton Standard," "General Electric, 11 etc. Besides, 
the 'instrumentation bears marks which show that it Is the property of the 
United States Defense Department. For instance the apparatuses for radio tech- 
nical reconnaissance made by the "Hewlett-Packard Company" and Hug gins Labora- 
tory bear a special index shoeing that it belonged to the United States Defense 
Department* 

The absence on the plane of national identification marks and the presence 
.of a set of special apparatuses for photo and radio technical reconnaissance, 

as well as the blasting device for destroying the plane clearly reveal its 

intelligence mission. (Volume 1, pages 227-228^ 21*8-253* volume 5, pages 8U- 
91, 111-112, 155-158, 17l*-185.) 



The expert technical examination has established that the plane carried 

a special aerial sound recorder connected with the radiovave detector, with a 
roll of ferromagnetic tape for 8 hours of continuous operation. The sound 
recorder has the index KP 12,570 and aerial number 769* It has a DC tape-feed 
actuating mechanism made by the American Globe Industries, Inc. in Dayton, Ohio. 

The decoding of the impulse signals recorded on tbe ferromagnetic tape has 
ahotm these signals to belong to the ground radar stations of the radar net- 
work of the air defenses of the Soviet Onion. 

These recordings can serve to determine the range of wavelengths on which 
the reconnoitered radar stations operate, the frequency of impulse repetition , 
the time of coverage of the plane by a radar station and the area of its dis- 
location, the somber and operating duty of radar stations in service. (Volume 
5, pages 29-36.) 

>■ The intelligence gathering activity of the "Lockheed U-2" plane on its 
flight over the territory of the USSR has also been confirmed by the findings 
of the technical experts uho examined the plane's photographic equipment* 

The experts established tbe 73-B aerial camera number 7321*00, which was 
found on the "lockheed U-2 U , to be a special reconnaissance camera designed 
for high-altitede photography of 160-200 kilometers-wide strips of land. 

The investigation has established that during his flight over the terri- 
tory of the Soviet union Powers photographed the territory and industrial, 
military and ether important establishments. Kuch of the film, removed from 
the plane, has been found unexposed and was developed. 

The examfeation of the aerial film has established that the locality 
photographed *th long-focus cameras from the plane is Soviet territory stretch- 
ing from a pofcrt vest of Tashkent to Sverdlovsk. Photographed on the film are 
a number of military airfields and civil airports as well as important indus- 
trial establishments of the South Urals. 

The experts' findings and the rest of the evidence collected show that 
the air photographs obtained during the flight of the h Lockheed U-2" plane, 
piloted by Posers, represent a wide range of intelligence on industrial and 
military estamishments within the photographed area applicable both for recon- 
naissance puqpses and for compiling topographic maps and also for determining 
the coordinate of strategic military establishments. (Volume 5, pages 177- 
185.) 

The int&igence-gathering activity of the "Lockheed U-2" plane has been 
confirmed ale* by Powers* testimony during the preliminary investigation and 
by his own taftten statement. 

Question* on the substance of the charge preferred against him, Powers 
pleaded guilt and testified as f ollotc: "I plead guilty to the fact that I 
have flora oar the Soviet territory and over the points indicated on the chart, 
turned on ant off the necessary controls of the special equipment mounted 
aboard my pita.

Further- 
more, there are no organizations in Berlin which 
have the character of reserve units of the Bun- 
deswehr and no Federal law subordinating the 
Berlin economy to the defense needs of the Fed- 
eral Republic is being applied in Berlin.

An ordinance on 
the "General Conditions for the Delivery to and 
the Provisioning of the Armed Forces of the Ger- 
man Democratic Republic" was published in the 
Soviet Sector on December 16, 1959. 

The Soviet note not only makes unfounded 
charges regarding the violation of the special 
status of Berlin in the Western Sectors but also 
proceeds totally to disregard that status, in viola- 
tion of the Soviet Union's pledged obligations, by 
asserting that Berlin is "on the territory of the 
German Democratic Republic* As the Govern- 
ment of the United States has frequently pointed 
out, the pertinent quadripartite agreements relat- 
ing to the Allied occupation of Germany clearly 
confirm that the Greater Berlin area is not part of 
any zone and that by no thesis can Berlin be said 
to be "on the territory of the German Democratic 
Republic". 

Assertions of "provocation" where none exist 
and assertions contrary to clear agreements al- 
ready reached among the powers concerned only 
complicate the task of finding solutions to the out- 
standing problems which the United States, for 
its part, believes require diligent efforts of both 
sides to resolve.

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Intelligence Report From England 
Other Observations 
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From the pen of Peter J.TOuxley-Blythe, Editor of the^nti^ommunist 



report entitled "Free Russia' comes a sensational comment based on 
Intelligence observations. We reproduce his report concerning the U-2 
incident in full. 

The American U-2 spy plane brought down on May 1, 1960, near 
Sverdlovsk, 1,350 miles inside the Soviet Union, was not an accident. 
Neither was it brought down by a super anti-aircraft missile. 

According to a report sent from behind the Iron Curtain by the 
Russian underground movement, the "Russian Revolutionary Forces" -- RRF - 
the U-2 was captured by the Soviets as the result of a plan carefully 
carried out by a Communist intelligence unit called "Molnia" so that 
Khrushchev could deliberately wreck the Paris Summit Conference and use 
the spotlight of world publicity to blame President Eisenhower for the 
failure. Its capture was also to mark the commencement of a new Communist 
sponsored vitriolic anti-American campaign that has since met with great 
success in Japan. 

The Russian underground report states: "For five years there has 
existed, with its headquarters here in the Soviet Union, a special in- 
telligence group with agents scattered throughout the world. Its task is 
to steal new types of aircraft and other material secrets from the West. 

"The group, known by the code name •Molnia 1 - Lightening - is under 
the command of a Colonel Jurii Petrovitch Smolnikov. And it is claimed 
in leading Communist Party circles that 'Molnia' was not only responsible 
for capturing the American plane, but since it was formed in 1955 has 
successfully stolen from under the noses of Western Counter-intelligence

27 other aircraft; the last one being British. This British plane 
landed at Pribaltica with one or two members of its crew still in a 
drugged state." 

_ This may sound fantastic but the facts tend to confirm the under- 
ground's statement. 

Initially the Kremlin claimed that the U-2 was shot down from a 
height of 60,000 feet by a new anti-aircraft missile. At first that 
story was generally accepted as a true version of events. Later people 
had their doubts. 

It is now reported from authoritative sources in Washington, D. C, 
that the U-2 lost altitude and was forced down from a height of approxi- 
mately 30,000 feet. The same sources allege that this was confirmed by 
the NATO radar network which tracked the plane. As a result of this 
knowledge there is a strong "rumor" in the American capital that the 
pilot of the U-2, Captain Francis Powers, was drugged prior to take off. 
To date neither the U. S. Central Intelligence Agency (CIA) or the U. S. 
Air Force has commented on this "rumor" and, accordingly, the Russian 
underground report assumes even greater importance. 

Still quoting Moscow sources, the pilot of the U-2 did not use his 
ejector seat when bailing out from 60,000 feet. Instead he chose to 
make a miraculous parachute jump. His reason, according to Moscow? He 
knew the ejector seat mechanism was faulty; that it had not been checked 
for months and if he had used it he would have been killed. The Kremlin 
carefully forgot to mention that if Captain Powers had used the seat the 
top secret plane would have been automatically destroyed. 



In any case the Red press release is ridiculous. It failed to say 
why the Soviet defenses allowed the plane to penetrate so deeply inside 
Soviet territory and no pilot would have agreed to fly a high altitude, 
long range mission in an aircraft that he knew, prior to take off, to 
be simply a flying coffin. Yet, once again the U. S. Air Farce has not 
made any attempt to refute this statement or given the date when the 
ejector seat was last tested and found to be in working condition. 

To continue unravelling the mystery. ~" " 

Having made his amazing parachute descent Captain Powers was immedi- 
ately captured together with his do-it-yourself spy kit and without offer 
ing any resistance admitted to the Soviet authorities that he was a bona- 
fide spy instead of sticking to his cover story that he was an employee 
of the Lockheed Aviation Corporation whose task it was to fly near to 
the Soviet frontier to detect any traces in the atmosphere of secret 
nuclear explosions. 

From the photographs of his cloak and dagger regalia it is known 
that Powers was in possession of a lethal hypodermic needle. He made no 
attempt to use it. 

Determined to exploit this incident fully Khrushchev ordered the 
remains of the U-2 to be put on public display in Moscow's Gorky Park. 
But American aviation experts who carefully examined photographs of 
the wreckage emphatically deny that it was part of a Lockheed U-2. 

* 

The Unanswered Questions 
When news of this incident was first released people throughout 
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the West were aghast and blamed President Elsenhower for allowing a spy 
flight to take place at such a crucial moment. Only after a period of 
time had elapsed, and particularly in the United States, did people 
begin to ask questions. Questions that still remain unanswered. 

They wanted to know If Powers had been drugged; why did he confess 
so readily and thereby imperil his country? Why did he fail to destroy 
his aircraft and before he was captured why didn^ he use the death 
needle provided for such a contingency? 

Allen Dulle s^ head of the CIA, made a miserable attempt to c larify 
the situation over the television network on May 16. He only confused 
the issue.

He admitted that Powers was not the usual type of spy in as much 
that he readily exposed his true mission to the Soviets, an admission 
that would, under any normal circumstances, warrant the death penalty or 
a long sojourn in Siberia. Then Mr. Dulles, In answer to a question 
about the use of the death needle, said: "It is my understanding that 
he was supplied with a hypodermic needle and a pistol to use, if possible, 
to avoid being tortured, but not in the absence of torture." 

If_the_Dulles explanat ion is accepted it means tha tje^expects 
Communist interrogators, among the most thorough and ruthless in the 
world, .to allow captu red spies to retain their arms and poisons u ntil 
the victims decide it is time to kill themselves. A ludicrous proposi- 
tion. 

Developments 

Early in June the magazine "Newsweek" announced, and quotes 

C 
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letters written by Captain Powers to his wife, that he was being well 
treated and is permitted to take walks and sun baths. 

A few days later Mr. Charles Porter, a member of the U. S. House of 
Representatives, revealed that Ilya Ehrenburg, the Kremlin's leading 
peace propagandist, had told him that Powers would face trial as a spy 
but receive only a nominal prison sentence. 

At a press conference on June 14 the wife of the U-2 pilot, Mrs. 
Powers, allowed her medical advisor to reveal that in a letter dated 
May 31, her husband wrote that a few hours after his capture he was 
taken to Moscow and then went on a tour of the city which he described as 
"beautiful." He has books to read and a small yard in which to exercise. 



More recently the Soviets have agreed to give Mr. Powers, Sr., a 
visa to visit his son and the Kremlin has since announced that Captain 
Powers will stand trial in August, 1960, and that the trial will be 
open to members of the public; to foreign newspapermen and even foreign 
tourists will be able to attend. 

All this has a peculiar smell to it.

Just as this went to press a new dispatch out of Washington revealed 
that letters written by Powers to his mother and wife contained state- 
ments which seemed to be very inconsistent and confusing. One commenta- 
tor goes so far as to say that they contradict the truth, 

It must be remembered that Mr. Powers was paid $2500.00 a month 
for his job. He took it with the full knowledge that it would be 
dangerous and that under no circumstance was he to permit himself to

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The August 19, 1960, edition of "The Washington Daily 
News", a Washington, D. C, newspaper, sets forth an article 
under the dateline. of Moscow, August 19, and stating that U-2 
pilot Francis Gary Powers was sentenced to ten years "deprivation 
of liberty" by" a three-man Russian military tribunal, on 
charges of spying against the Soviet Union.

WASHINGTON. 
For the United States govern* 
ment. for the Kremlin and for 
Francis Gary Powers, an al- 
together fascinating dilemma 
has arisen out of the U-2 affair, 
and it all revolves about a nice 
round figure— 68,000 feet. 

Sixty-fight thousand feet, 
Premier Nikita S. Khrushchev 
triumphantly told the world on 
May 7, 1060, was the altitude 
at which Russian rockets crip- 
pled Mr. Powers' U-2 recon- 
naissance plane near Sverd- 
lovsk. ■ * 

This announcement spread 
dismay in Washington. The 
manned bomber was then— as it 
is now— a critical weapon be- 
hind America's policy of deter- 
ring the Soviet Union from war 
Since nuclear-armed bombers 
cannot fly at anything like 
68.000 feet, however, the rocket 
Mr. Khrushchev was talking 
about might well mean that the 
Soviet Union would be capable 
of defending itself against a 
bombing attack, with dire con- 
sequences to the military bal- 
ance of power.

Powers* Testimony 
Mr. Powers' testimony in Mos- 
cow on the downing of his plane 
is interesting in the light of the 
dilemmas that have been raised.

Rudenko, the state prosecutor, 
was interrogating him, and the 
exchange was as follows:. 

Q.: "At what altitude was 
your plane when it was struck 
by the rocket?"

A.: "I just finished making a 
turn. I was flying one minute 
straight after the turn when I 
saw — that is, I felt a sort 
of hollow -sound explosion.
